Australian Wayne Gardner (Hon) 
won the sixth round of the World 
Championship 500cc Road Race 
Series in Rijeka, Yugoslavia on 
June 14. Gardner beat Randy 
Mamola (Yam) by 2.43 seconds 
with defending World Champion 
esa Lawson (Yam) finishing 
third. 





Defending 250cc World Champion 
Carlos Lavado (Yam) won his first 
GP of the 1987 season in Yugoslavia 
on. June 14. Lavado beat Loris 
Regianni (Apr) and Reinhold Roth 
(Hon) to take the win. The series 
point leader going into the Yugos- 
lavian round, Anton Mang (Hon), 
finished seventh. In 80cc action, 
Jorge Martinez (Der) took the win 
over Stefan Dorflinger and Ian 
McConnachie. 


Three-time World Champion 
Freddie Spencer crashed in prac- 
tice for the Yugoslavian Grand 
Prix and rebroke his right collar- 
bone which he fractured in a pre- 
Daytona 200 practice crash in 
March. Spencer did not compete 
in the GP and was being examined 
by his doctor in Shreveport, Loui- 
sianna, as Cycle News went to 
press on Monday, June 15. 


Belgian Georges Jobe (Hon) turned 
in a 2-1 moto tally to capture the 
overall victory at the Italian round 
of the World Championship. 500cc 
Motocross Series in Ponte E. Egola 
on June 14. Second went to Great 
Britain's Kurt. Nicoll (Kaw), fol- 
lowed by Italians Romano Nounina 
(KTM) and Claudio-DeCarli (Hon), 
and Sweden's Leif Persson (Yam). 
American Billy Liles (Kaw) finished 
eighth overall. Jobe now leads the 
500cc MX standings with 192 points, 
17 ahead of defending 500cc World 
Champion David. Thorpe, who 
missed the Italian round with а 
broken right arm. Thorpe is expected 
to be.back in acuon'at the July 12 
round of the series in England. 


HB Honda's Niall Mackenzie joins 
Freddie Spencer on the road 
racing disabled list after breaking 
his ankle during practice in Yugos- 
lavia. Another non-starter in the 
GP was Frenchman Christian 
Sarron, who suffered a concus- 
sion in a practice crash. 


Bob Hannah (Suz) won back-to-back 
supercross races in Paris, France, on 
June 11-12: A combined total of more 
than 9000 spectators watched Han- 
nah capture the overall (each night 
counted as a moto), beating Amer- 
icans Mike Fisher (Kaw) and Tram- 
pis Parker (Kaw). 


Johnny ''O'Show"'' O'Mara was a 
no-show for the second straight 
race at the 250cc National moto- 
cross in Denver, Colorado, on June 
14. O'Mara is recovering from a 
practice crash injury he suffered 


' prior to the June 7 Meadowlands 


Supercross. O'Mara cracked his 
tailbone and bruised his pancreas 
while practicing near his Simi 
Valley, California, home. 


The Cagiva 500cc V-four Grand Prix 
road race machine had its best-ever 





result in the Yugoslavian GP on 
June 14 as Frenchman Raymond 
Roche rode the Italian bike to a fifth 
place finish. 3 


Team Nordica Roberts’ John 
Kocinski rode a factory Yamaha 
YZR250 V-twin to an eight- 
second win over Honda V-twin- 
mounted Masahiro Shimizu (the 
fastest qualifier for the Japanese 
Grand Prix at Suzuka) in Sugo, 
Japan, on May 24-25; the race 
was the fifth round of the Japa- 
nese Road Racing Championship 
Series. Kocinski, who moved to 
Modesto, California, from his 
hometown of Little Rock, Arkan- 
sas, to train and practice under the 
tutelage of three-time World 
Champion Kenny Roberts, also 
participated in four days of testing 
prior to the race. Kocinski report- 
edly impressed Yamaha officials 
with his overall performance in 
Japan, beating the factory Honda 
NSR250 V-twins which have 
been dominating racing in both 
Japanese international events and 
Grands Prix in Europe. 


Lectron carburetor technician C.B. 
Rice will be on hand in the pits at 
the June 20-21 Loudon, New Hamp- 
shire, round of the AMA/Camel Pro 
Series. For more information contact 
Rice at 805/604-0642. 


Australian Jeff Leisk will ride for 
Australia in the upcoming Moto- 
cross des Nations in Unadilla, 
New York, in September. Leisk 
has been granted a one-day clear- 
ance from his AMA license, so he 
can compete for his home 
country. 


Ireland’s Joey Dunlop won his fifth 
consecutive Formula One TT race 
at the Isle of Man TT on May 30. 
Dunlop set one lap and race records 
aboard his Honda RVF750, turning 
in an average lap speed of 117.285 
mph. 


According to Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Dave Wolman, Satoshi Tsujimoto 
is "doing remarkably well,” fol- 
lowing his crash during practice 
for the AMA/Camel Pro Series 
road race round in Brainerd, Min- 
nesota, on June 6. Tsujimoto 
fractured a cervical vertebra and 
his left ankle in the accident, and 
later underwent surgery on the 
ankle. Wolman said Tsujimoto is 
expected to return to California 
during the week of June 15-19. 


Matt Carri, the owner of Luftmeister, 
rode his turbo-charged BMW K100 
to a new world record on June 14 
in El Mirage, California. Carri went 
180.262 mph to break the 1937 record 
of 173.29 mph set by BMW. The 
Luftmeister BMW was fitted with a 
stock Luftmeister turbo kit.

Brian Mull (Yam) was 
second with Jeff Fredette (Kaw), 
Kevin Hines (KTM) and Jeff Russell 
(Hus) rounding out the top five in 
the 140-mile long run that was run 
in record-setting high temperatures.

and one silver medal he earned in 
Six Days events in the 60s when 
his North Hollywood, California, 
shop was robbed last week. In 
addition to the Six Days medals, 
other racing memorabilia was 
stolen, including his winner's 
trophies/badges from Catalina, 
Big Bear and Greenhorn events.

AMA declines 
to sanction 
Superbowl of 
Motocross 


WESTERVILLE, OH, JUNE 15 

Citing safety concerns, the 
American Motorcyclist Associ- 
ation (AMA) today announced 
that it will not sanction the 


June 27 Superbowl of Motocross in 
the Los Angeles Coliseum as long 








as it incorporates an unorthodox” 
downhill start. : : 

"We have come to an impasse with 
Supercross, Inc., which is promoting ~ 
the event," said AMA Vice President 
Bill Amick. “SXI insists upon a 
starting area for the event which 
would route riders down a steep hill 
directly out of the starting gate. 
Unless the track design is modified ` 
to eliminate the downhill start, AMA _ 
will have no involvement in the 
race." 


Amick expressed regrets about the — 


decision, noting that the Superbowl 
of Motocross has been sanctioned by 


the AMA every year but one since | 


its creation in 1972. 

“The Superbowl of Motocross is 
a very important race to us," Amick 
added. “But AMA is responsible for | 
limiting to the greatest extent pos- 
sible the inherent dangers of motor- 
cycle racing. Living up to that 
responsibility is more important to | 
us than involvement in this event. 
Due to congestion at the start of | 
races, we simply believe that SXI's 
proposed track design creates unde- 
sirable and unnecessary hazards.” 

According to the AMA, the "door 
is not closed" on providing AMA 
sanction for the race. If SXI elim- | 
inates the downhill start from its | 
track design, AMA will again be 
interested in officiating the event. | 

AMA officially notified SXI of its. 
opposition to the tentative track 
design in mid-May, shortly after 
being asked by SXI to review it. 
"We've gone around and around on 
the matter with SXI's Mike Good- 
win," Amick said. “He is adamant 
about having the donwhill start and 
we are adamant in our belief it is 
an ill-advised plan that raises serious 
safety concerns.” 

AMA has no plans to sanction any 
other major motocross event on June 
27 and Amick said that AMA- | 
licensed motocross riders are free to | 
compete, although AMA points will 
not be paid. 

“We still hope that a resolution 
to this matter will be found," Amick 
said. “Whether the race runs with or | 
without AMA sanction, we hope that | 
it will be a safe and successful event. 
But our decision not to participate, | 
barring satisfactory modifications to 
the track design, is firm." el

Tony D responds 


Just being a fan of the sport for 
20 years might not necessarily make 
you an expert on its issues. I thank 
you, Mark Edwards, for your interest 
in taking the time to read oür 
advertising and making a response 
to it in. Cycle News. However, 
apparently your information with 
regard to some of the topics is either 
confused and/or wrong. The thing 
that disturbs me most, however, is 
your inuendo that I have “fabricated 
or enhanced" my prior successes to 
drum up business. Although you 
have the right to question what you 
feel, I suggest that you get your facts 
straight before you accuse someone 
of something that is obviously false. 
То attack someone's credibility by 
accusing him of falsifying factual 
records 1s inexcuseable. 

When I was racing and accomp- 
lishing my wins and titles, I had to 
defend those wins and titles each 
time I hopped on a motorcycle. To 
defend those titles many years later 
when I no longer compete in moto- 
cross is ludicrous. The advertising I 
believe Mr. Edwards refers to is the 
following, and I quote, “Топу D's 
credibility in the field of motocross 
stands on a strong foundation. His 
experience ranges from winning in 
the Florida Series, Inter-Am and 
National Series Championships to 
Supercross, Trans USA, and Grand 
Prix titles, along with being a seven- 
time member of the Trophee and 
Motocross des Nations teams.” 

First of all, I do not claim to be 
a seven time Motocross and Trophee 
des Nations team member. I was a 
seven-time member. I only take claim 
to what is fact and listed here are 
those facts: 1. 1974 Motocross des 
Nations, Sweden; 2. 1975 Trophee 
des Nations, Italy; 3. 1975 Motocross 
des Nations, Czechoslovakia; 4. 1976 
Trophee des Nations, Switzerland; 5. 
1976 Motocross des Nations, Hol- 
land; 6. 1977 Motocross des Nations, 
France; 7. 1977 Trophee des Nations, 
Holland. 

I finished first American in the last 
four events listed above. This title 
was given to me, or anyone who 
achieved that position, by the Amer- 
ican and European news media of 
the time. This title was not an 
“enhancement” nor was it a "fab- 
rication" by Tony D. Furthermore, 
Mr. Edwards confuses the word 





“Title” with World Championship 
and I have never claimed nor adver- 
tised to have won a Grand Prix 
World Championship event. Back in 
the mid 70s the title "First Ameri- 
can" was a heavy title. Bonuses were 
given by major manufacturers, such 
as Suzuki, and the public enjoyed the 
American success story in reading 
about these accomplishments. 
Today it is almost second nature 
because the Americans finally dom- 
inate the sport. 

Secondly, I do not claim to have 
won Grand Prix titles. I did, and 
again this wasn't a "fabrication." As 
described above my Grand Prix titles 
are what the news media and pub- 
lications were calling them at that 
time, and that is “First American". 
Listed here are those statistics: 1. 1974 
Czechoslovakian Grand Prix, First 
American; 2. 1974 Carlsbad Grand 
Prix, First American; 3. 1975 Can- 
adian Grand Prix, First American. 

Obviously Mr. Edwards doesn't 
really know me. If he did he'd know 
I'd never “fabricate or enhance" 
anything, and he'd also know better 
than to attack my credibility. I have 
taken my motocross school concept 
to a high level of acceptability. This 
was done through a lot of hard work, 
and the support of some fine spon- 
sors, not “fabricating or enhancing" 
any of my past titles, as Mr. Edwards 
implied. My past titles have no 
bearing on the success of my schools 
anyway. The past has nothing to do 
with the needs of the fast-paced 
motocross world of today. 

I have the greatest respect for not 
only the riders Mr. Edwards makes 
reference to, but anyone who has 
accomplished anything of substance 
in this sport. 

By the way, now that, it's been 
brought up, I guess I. hold the record 
of being a seven-time member of the 
Trophee des Nations and Motocross 
des Nations teams. 

Mr. Edwards invited my response 
and I delivered it to him. I invite his 
apology.

Marty Siegel Memorial 
Foundation 

How about a little respect? I'm 
referring to Mr. (Brent) Ross' article 
about the Stock Production race (at 
Willow Springs in Rosamond, Cali- 
fornia, on May 17) in which Marty 
Siegel was killed. 

First of all, I have spoken with the 
Raceway Ambulance Team, who 
filled out the accident report and no 
one has determined as yet if rider #10, 
Siegel, “lost the front end," or if the 
bike of &8, Cardillo, hit Siegel's rear 
tire, causing the subsequent chain of 
events. 

Marty Seigel's death is mourned 
deeply by many. He was one of the 
biggest promoters of individual 
safety in road racing, at the track. 
He did not smoke, drink or take 
drugs. Instead, he was asleep by 10:00 
and up by 6:00 to run the track. He 
will Бе missed by many people 
because he always had time to help 
others, and he generously shared new 
information as a matter of course. 
There was always a steady stream of 
fellow racers in and out of his pit, ` 
exchanging the latest and greatest 
tips. Marty was not out to win a 
popularity contest, but he was 
respected for his unique views on 
approaching racing with safety as a 
number one priority. 

Marty died doing what he loved. 
I am setting up a memorial foun- 
dation in his memory to increase new 
racer's awareness of the importance 
of racing with safety first and fore- 
most.

Johnson wraps up 
third title in Denver

DENVER, CO, JUNE 14 


“Being conservative is not my style," said 
Rick Johnson after the factory Honda rider 
wrapped up his third and second-in-a-row 
250cc National Championship at 


Lakewood Cycle Park just west | only finish in the top 10 in 
6 of Denver. Despite having to either motos to clinch the 1987 





, 











250cc National Championship title, 
Johson wanted to wrap up the 
Championship in style, and he did 
that by winning both motos. 

Johnson led the first moto from 
lap three on and then fought his way 
past rival Ron Lechien's Kawasaki 
to claim the second moto victory. 
Johnson's win earned him $1000 of 
the $22,000 purse. 

Johnson also earned an extra 
$110,000 in bonus money from 
Honda; $10,000 for winning the race 
and $100,000 for taking the series 
title. 

In the 125cc ranks Johnson's 
Honda. teammate Micky Dymond 
returned to the winner's circle with 
a 2-1 score. Dymond was the runner- 
up to Honda privateer rider Rick 
Ryan in moto one and then came 
on strong to dominate the second 
moto. Dymond picked up $408 for 
his 125cc class win. 

In spite of a lot of attention and 
watering, the Lakewood hillside 
track turned into a virtual dustbowl, 
creating a lot of vision problems for 
the riders. In the second set of motos 
the dust was whipped up by high 
winds. 
250cc National 

Kawasaki's Jeff Ward led the 250cc 
National pack into turn one in the 
first moto followed closely by Yama- 
ha's Keith Bowen, Johnson, Jeff 
Stanton and Lechien. On the second 
lap Johnson gassed it around Bowen 
and zeroed in on Ward. 

Johnson was right on Ward's rear 
fender and slid past near the halfway 
part of the lap near the five-minute 
mark of the moto. Ward bobbled and 
lost a little ground to Johnson, but 
remained within striking distance of 
the leader. 

Johnson led Ward, Bowen, 
Lechien and Yamaha's Stanton 
through the next two laps, but 
Lechien stuffed his way by Bowen 
on lap six. 

Ward began to fade slightly on lap 
eight and Lechien saw his chance to 
slip by his teammate on lap nine. 
He then jetted off in pursuit of 
Johnson. 

Lechien tried to catch. Johnson, 
but to-no avail. The Kawasaki pilot 


got close, but never found an open- 








ing- The top five at the end of the 
moto were Johnson, Lechien, Ward, 
Bowen and Stanton. 

Johnson's first moto victory gave 
him the 250cc National title. “I just 
went out and rode my own race," 
said Johnson. The three-time 250cc 
National Champion said he tried to 
stay out of trouble but did have some 
problems with lappers late in the 
race. "I was going up to lap a guy 
and it was real dusty,” he said, “all 
of a sudden there he was on the 
ground. Right there it could have 
been a three-bike pile up and I could 
have lost it all.” 

In the second moto Yamaha- 
mounted Doug Dubach rocketed off 
the line and led the 41-rider field into 
the tight first turn. with Johnson 
right behind. The El Cajon, Califor- 
nia resident didn't wait long to sneak 
by Dubach, as he snaked to the inside 
in the hairpin turn at the top of the 
first uphill. 

At the end of the first lap Johnson 
was leading Lechien, Stanton, Billy 
Frank, Ward and Dubach. On lap 
two, Johnson and Lechien had 
pulled out to a small lead on third- 
place Stanton, who was working to 
hold off Ward. 

Lechien was starting to put the 
pressure on Johnson, and for the 
next two laps they fought it out for 
the lead with the Honda rider 
maintaining the upper hand. Just 
into the sixth lap, Lechien grabbed 
a hot line through the turn at the 
base of the first downhill and worked 
his way past Johnson. 

Johnson stayed right on Lechien's 
rear tire for the next lap and, as the 
lead duo ran up the first uphill- on 
lap seven, Johnson made a bid to get 
past. Lechien and Johnson sailed up 
the hill side-by-side, but Lechien 
pushed Johnson to the inside of the 
track and held onto the lead. 

Johnson stayed with Lechien for 
the next two laps then blew by 
Lechien: with no problem on lap 
nine, near the 17-minute point of the 
race. 

From that point on Johnson was 
in control and led the rest of the 
moto. Ward put in a great charge 
and pulled to within a few bike- 
lengths of Johnson at the finish. 
Lechien faded and Stanton and 
Dubach both moved by dropping 
Lechien to fifth. 

“It feels great to win the Cham- 
pionship," said Johnson ''Those 
guys think that they can beat me, but 
they didn't beat me today." 


125cc National 

Ryan was the fastest gun in the 
first 125cc moto with Dymond, Larry 
Brooks and Suzuki's Donny Schmit 
in hot pursuit. Ryan used the dust- 
free conditions running out front to 
begin to build a small cushion on 
Dymond on the next lap. 

Ryan and Dymond held the fast 
pace out front, holding Brooks to 
third for the next three laps. 

Ryan looked smooth and in con- 
trol, maintaining a cushion of about 
four seconds on Dymond until lap 
10. Ryan went down on lap 11, but 
bounced right back up and held the 
first place spot. 

Dymond tried to reel in Ryan for 
the remainder of the race, but only 
made it to within a few bike lengths 
at the checkered flag. Behind the 
leaders Brooks held off a charging 
Jeff Leisk, while Honda privateer 
Guy Cooper rounded out the top five 
positions. 

“The front end just got away from 
me and I tried gassing it and I just 
slid out," Ryan said of his crash. 
“That cost me about five seconds, 
and I had five-second lead at the time 
so Micky got right in behind те.” 

Dymond didn't want a repeat of 
the first moto as he jammed off the 
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Doug Dubach (29) grabbed the holeshot in the second 250cc mot

line and took the holeshot with local 
favorite Stacey Cook in second place, 
chased by Cooper, Ryan and Suzuki's 
George Holland. 

Dymond immediately started to jet 
out to a good-sized lead, while 
Honda-mounted Cook hung tough 
in second, fighting off determimed 
efforts by Cooper. 

Cooper snuck by Cook on lap 
three, then Ryan moved up to 
challenge Cook for third. On the 
fifth lap, Ryan got around Cook but 
was well back of Dymond and 
Cooper. 

Dymond had no trouble for the rest 
of the moto and easily built up a 
substantial lead in the dusty condi- 
tions. Behind Dymond there was a 
lot of dicing for the second place 
spot. à 

Cooper seemed to have a comfor- 
table second, but after the halfway 
point of the 30-minute moto he 
started to fade, allowing Brooks to 
reel him in. Brooks took over second 
on lap 11, only to lose it to Cooper 
on the next lap. 

First moto winner Ryan was 
running in fourth, when he went 








down on lap 12. “I couldn't see a 
turn and I crashed," said Ryan, “then 
I couldn't find my bike, because it 
was so dusty.” Ryan regrouped and 
joined the race in seventh. 

With two laps to go in the moto, 
Cooper was still clinging to his 
second place slot but had his hands 


full with Holland and Brooks. 


The trio battled as they raced 
down the first hill, then Holland 
made his bid in the turn at the base 
of the hill. Holland and Cooper 
collided in the corner and Holland 
went down. The collision slowed 
Cooper enough to let Brooks sneak 
back into second. 

“There was a lot of heavy bat- 
tling,” said Brooks, “а lot of running 
into each other, trying to jump over 
each other, there was really nowhere 
to pass, you just had to do anything 
you could do to pass." 

Dymond cruised in for the win 
with Brooks barely holding off 
Cooper for second. Holland and Eric 
Kehoe rounded out the top five. 

Dymond’s 2-1 tally gave him the 
overall win, Brooks took second, 
while Ryan’s 1-7 gave him third.

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Motorcycle 
media press 
club proposed

SANTA MONICA, CA, JUNE 9 
An informal press club for 
publishers and editors who 
work in the motorcycle/ATV 
press was proposed by Motor- 
cycle Dealernews publisher Don 
Emde during a gathering of motor- 
cycle industry media representatives 
today at Bay View Plaza Holiday Inn. 

Emde, speaking to nearly 30 
members of the motorycle/ATV 
press, proposed a "no dues, no 
membership card" press club which 
would meet periodically to be 
addressed by guest speakers. 

Many of the moto-journalists 
present felt an informal press club 
would be a good idea since it would 
give members of the motorcycle 
media opportunities to hear how 
outsiders view the industry. A press 
club also would give editors and 
publishers an opportunity to meet 
regularly and discuss the many issues 
currently facing the motorcycle/ 
ATV industry. 

Emde made the proposal follow- 
ing a political awareness presenta- 
tion by Julia Justus, a field repre- 
sentative for U.S. Senator Pete 
Wilson (R-CA). The meeting, organ- 
ized by Cycle News, Dealernews and 
Unigrafix Ad Services, and spon- 
sored by Cycle News, was intended 
to show members of the media how 
an industry press club would work. 

During her comments, Justus said 
the motorcycle/ATV industry. must 
organize under one "umbrella 
organization” if the industry and 
users of the industry’s products want 
to increase their political clout. 

“You can do a better job of 
representing what your interests 
are," she said. "You haven't pres- 
ented an image. You've allowed the 
environmentalists to do so. You need 
to provide an image in Washington. 

“I think the public in general feels 
you want to let loose on the desert; 
let loose on the environment," Justus 
said. “That’s something you have to 
come to grips with — how you can 
get some mainstream press coverage 
that reflects a positive image of ORV 
use." 

"You need an organization that 
speaks for off-road ATV and motor- 
cycle users," she said, "including 
manufacturers, consumers, dealers, 
the press - everyone in the industry. 
"There's going to be division, but 
there are some issues you can work 
together on. You have to form that 
coalition or you're not going to have 
a voice in Washington." 

“What the Sierra Club is doing to 
you is a classic case of divide and 
conquer," Justus pointed out. 

"You need to establish relation- 
ships with legislators, legislative 
staffs and district staffs," Justus told 
the journalists. “Establish relation- 
ships with people in the system and 
sponsor forums. We get thousands 
of invitations a week for (Senator 
Wilson) to speak. You need a forum 
for legislators to come and talk with 

ou. 
"I'd love to see you get my boss 
on a motorcycle," she-said. “Put him 
on a motorcycle. Put him on an 
ATV. Let him have some fun. Let 
him know who you аге.”

To Hang: Separately or 
together 

Boy, do we have fun. We're 
individualistic, and don’t no- 
body screw with us.

Call 
ita group or fraternity or association 


. or congress or club or organization 


or whatever. We just can't get our 
s--t together. What a bunch of bozos 
we are. 

Our enemies and adversaries know 
us better than do we. We're called 
an unorganized, undisciplined mob. 
Hard for me to argue against. The 
manufacturers won't gather under 
one banner. The distributors won't 
come together under a single flag. 
The dealers won't join in a national 
group. The user groups won't gather 
under a unified association. The 
magazines won't get together in a 
single room and agree or refute 
anything. What a crowd, eh'. 

So just who the hell is going to 
break this 100-year log jam of mob 
rule? Who sets the trends? Who has 
the loudest voice? Who represents 
our interests? Who shows us to 
America? Just who speaks out for us 
the most? There’s only one voice for 
us — the media; motorcycle, ATV, 
scooter, watercraft, et al magazines. 

I admit, above all skeptics, I would 
never see the magazine guys ever get 
under one ceiling together without 
cutting each other to ribbons, like 
they are apt to do. But it happened. 
Okay, not each and all of the 40 some 
odd titles, but at least, for the first- 
ever time, the major players got 
inside alid agreed on one thing — 
they need to stick together against 
our adversaries. 

The first official Motorcycle/ATV 
Press Club gathering was based on 
a simple no-dues, no-membership 
formula. Their first guest speaker 
was Ms. Julia Justus, aide to U.S. 
Senator Pete Wilson (R-California). 
It had taken over six months of 
persistent writing, calling and out- 
right pleading to get a U.S. Senator’s 
office to concede to speak (associate?) 
with bike publishers. 





Both the preparation and occur- 
rence of the meeting had substantial 
benefits aside from the speaker's 
agenda. Senator Wilson was 
apprised of the interest by the 
Motorcycle/ATV Press Club before 
his speech to the California Sierra 
Club Convention three days prior. 
And he will be briefed on the press 
club meeting. 

In any case, Senator Wilson was 
not endorsed by the Sierra Club for 
reelection at the convention. He took 
“too soft” of a stand on environmen- 
tal issues related to OHVs to suit the 
Sierra members. Why? Was Pete 
Wilson thinking of those 15 or so 
million bikers? We may never know. 
But we do know that for the first- 
time ever, a U.S. Senator has been 
approached by and communicated to 
by a group representing all of you 
out there, and me too. 

The message here is the same that 
I’ve been hawking for 20 years — 
unity. Pete Wilson’s speaker told the 
press club that. A few weeks back, 
so did Interior Secretary Hodel. 
Hopefully all the diverse interests — 
all OEMs, all aftermarket, all dealers, 
all media and all user associations 
— will recognize the imperative of 
unity and get themselves under a 
single, united banner. Then we'll 
have some clout to steer our future. 

A while back another group had 
the same unity problem. Opposing 
interests were steam rolling over this 
group through ‘divide and conquer’ 
tactics. Finally this ‘mob’ got under 
one roof and hammered out an 
agreement of unity. It was a no-dues, 
no-membership group. These 13 
belligerent and diverse special inter- 
ests created the U.S. Constitution 
and the United States of America. In 
this year of the bicentennial of the 
Constitution, we bikers and this 
industry should take that event to 
heart as our very next task. 

It was pioneer co-founder and co- 


architect of the U.S. Constitution, - 


Ben Franklin, who said; “If we do 
not all hang together, we most 
certainly will hang separately." So 
if you out there, street or dirt, two 
or three wheeler, old or young, 
support unity in our sport, let the 
media know. Drop Cycle News editor 
Jack Mangus a line at P.O. Box 498, 
Long Beach, CA 90801. Just say, 
"Unity, Yes." Jack will take your 
message to the next Motorcycle/ATV 
Press Club meeting. 

If the diverse enthusiast and dealer 
press will form a unity, it will be 
the example for all the others in the 
sport and industry to follow. Re- 
member, keep writing to keep riding.

Clean up your act 


In these troubled times for the 
motorcycle industry, it is amazing 
how some people will show so little 
regard for some of the unwritten 
rules of race promoting. I'm speak- 
ing, of course, of the date conflict 
between the 20th Annual (and final) 
Mammoth Mountain Motocross, 
and the 1987 L.A. Superbowl of 
Motocross. Both are on the same 
weekend; June 27 for the Superbowl, 
June 26, 27, 28 for Mammoth. The 
Mammoth event has been set for a 
year. The L.A. event has been def- 








inite for a month or so, and tenta- 
tively on the schedule since the early 
part of the season. I can understand 
the possibility that the 27th was the 
only available date for L.A., but I 
do have two questions. 

First, why don't the various sanc- 
tioning bodies and promoters ever 
make even a semblance of an effort 
to check with each other to avoid 
these scheduling conflicts? I'm really 
tired of having two and sometimes 
three major motorcycle events in the 
same area on the same weekend, 
sometimes the same day. The AMA 
is especially bad at this, but just 
about every promoter has done it at 
one timeor another. While I'm aware 
of the AMA's occasional refusal to 
admit that other sanctioning bodies 
and promoters even exist, they (and 
the other guilty parties) are going to 
have to realize that these scheduling 
problems hurt both shows — not 
only in terms of racer/spectator 
turnout, but also in the hard-to- 
measure but equally important 
"irritation factor" — that is, how 
many people won't attend next year's 
event because they had to miss this 
year's event due to a lame scheduling 
situation. Yes, I know it's not easy 
trying to set up a year's worth of 
events in advance. But no one even 
tries to check out what the other guys 
are doing. Pull your heads out, 
promoters, you're hurting yourselves 
as well as us. 

My second question is: Why has 
Mike Goodwin made his blatant and 
underhanded attempt to steal the 250 
Pro riders away from Mammoth to 
the Superbowl by offering them a 
free entry? For those of you who did 
not see the ad in Cycle News (issue 
#22), Mike offered апу 250 Pro who 
had a verified Mammoth Pro entry 
for Sunday, the chance to ride the 
Superbowl for free — in other words, 
"Don't ride Mammoth, I'll pay you 
to ride L.A." Real ethical, Mike. 
Well, I've got news for you. Riders 
should and must make the decision 
as to where to race on their own, not 
to be bribed by a promoter who is 
afraid he won't have a full starting 
gate, or that riders will choose a real 
outdoor motocross over his stadium 
media event. Come on, Mike, get 
riders on your program with the 
merits of the race, not a cheap shot 
rip-off like you're trying to do. If you 
can't get the riders legitimately, 
maybe you ought to consider why 
the riders don't want to run your 
shows in the first place. There are 
lots of reasons: if you're not sure of 
what they are, just ask any non- 
factory rider. (You know, the ones 
that make up 85% of your show.) 

Let's hope the racers will have the 
good sense to race on the merits of 
the event itself. And also that the 
promoter business as a whole will 
clean up its act, or at least, start 
talking to each other. With as much 
trouble as events are having just 
existing nowadays, it doesn't make 
sense to have everyone fighting each 
other, or trying to steal each other's 
riders. If you readers have an opin- 
ion, show it by going to the event 
that you think runs things right. I’m 
going to Mammoth.

Shobert powers 
away at Peoria TT

Defending Grand National Champion

has earned him two Camel Pro Series

victory of the 1987 season with 
a dominating win at the Peoria 
Xe 


Shobert, a two-time runner-up at 
Peoria, reeled in and passed early- 
leader and 1986 Peoria winner Chris 
Carr, then powered his Skip Eaken- 
prepared, American Honda Motor 
Company RS600 away to lead the 
final 20 laps of the 25-lap feature 
race. Carr finished second and the 
leading duo took the checkers with 
a big lead over two-time National 
Champion Ricky Graham, who 
claimed third-aboard a Rob Muzzy- 
prepared, Arai-sponsored Honda. 

Gardner. Racing's Steve Eklund, 
who won the Santa Fe TT last week, 
crossed the finish line in fourth and 
Scott Pearson made the top five spots 
a northern California-rider sweep 
when he piloted his Circle Bell 
Industries Honda to fifth. 

Gill Racing pilot Ronnie Jones, 
from Oklahoma, topped a race-long 
duel with another northern Califor- 
nian, Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp 
Racing's Doug Chandler, to finish 
sixth. Chandler settled for seventh 
and the top 10 were rounded out by 
Gardner Racing's Pete Hames, Hud 
Racing's Ted Boody and Pioneer 
Truck Lines’ Alex Jorgensen. 

"It seems a long time since I've 
won one," said Shobert in the 
winner's circle. "It's great to win 
here, especially after finishing 
second two times in a row. 

“I followed Chris (Carr) around 
for a few laps, watched him — he 
showed mea couple of things — then 
I got out in front апа made my own 
race," said Shobert. “Т'уе been a little 
too soft this year. I haven't been 
doing what carried me to the 
championship. Гуе been laying back 
and letting other people make mis- 
takes instead of attacking." 

Shobert hinted that he will be on 
the attack for the rest of the year. 
Although the defending champion 
said at the beginning of the 1987 
season that he would concentrate on 
the nine road races and nine dirt 
tracks that make up the Camel Pro 
Series, Shobert said in Peoria that he 





will attempt to ride the rest of the 
dirt track races on the 1987 schedule 
in an attempt to defend his title. 
Shobert is sponsored by Honda at 
Camel Pro events, but at non-Camel 
Nationals he is on his own. 

Carr, who would like to wrestle 
away the number one plate from 
Shobert, said he was hampered in the 
Peoria main event by a motorcycle 
set up for a cushion while the track 
sported a groove. 

“The track changed," Carr said. 
“Tt was as different as night and day 
between the first heat and the main 
event. In the heat it was a slippery, 
loose; moist cushion. In the final 1t 
was a blue groove. My suspension 
wasn't quite stiff enough to compen- 
sate for that.” 

Shobert admitted that running in 
the fourth heat, "might have been 
an advantage." 

"But I can't take anything away 
from Bubba," Carr said. ‘‘He really 
had it going for the main event." 

Graham, who had a race-long duel 
with Shobert for the lead in heat four, 
was caught in the traffic at the start 
of the final and had to settle for third. 

“I didn't get off the line," said 
Graham. “I was caught behind Jorgy 
and Jones and by the time I got 
around them, they (Shobert and 
Carr) were a straightaway ahead. But 
I'm still happy with finishing in the 
winner's circle.” 

Graham credited Muzzy with 
building his motorcycle's strong 
engine, and Dennis Harris who 
“freshened it up." 

TT races in a series dominated by 
mile and half mile events have a way 
of shaking up the point standings 
— Peoria was no exception. The Dirt 
Track Series standings closed up 
considerably after the Peoria Motor- 
cycle Club-sponsored event, due 
primarily to series point leader Scott 
Parker falling down in a heat race 
and failing to qualify for the 
National. 

The Team Harley-Davidson rider 
still leads the series with 83 points, 
but Chandler closed the gap consid- 
erably and is second with 81 points, 
while Shobert is sitting in third with 





78 points. Graham (68 points) and 
Carr (64) fill out the top five. 


Winner Shobert pocketed about 
$3550 from the $25,000 purse, includ- 
ing first-place money, lap money, 
bonuses and contingencies. Carr 
collected around $2800 and Graham 
pocketed approximately $1545. 


Time Trials 

` Carr clocked in with fastest time, 
powering his H.D. Motor Co./ 
Shoei/Hobie/Hap Jones/R.S. Tai- 
chi Harley-Davidson to a 27.15- 
second showing, almost a full second 
off the track record of 26.018, set by 
Carr in 1986. (A rougher course was 
the reason for increased times over 
last year's clockings). 

Parker powered to a 27.432-second 
time aboard his factory Harley- 
Davidson to claim second fastest 
time; Pearson was third fastest with 
a 27.541; and three-time National 
Champion Jay Springsteen stopped 
the clock at 27.589 to round out the 
heat race pole sitters. Shobert was 
fifth fastest with a 27.622 showing. 

Filling out the top 10 were Hames 
(27.728), Jones (27.743); Chandler 
(27-0) PU seal (27.913) and David 
Durell (27.98) A total of 54 Experts 
competed for the 48 spots on the 
starting grid. 

The top Junior qualifier was 
Rotax-mounted Jeff Jones of Ken- 
tucky, who stopped the clock at 
29.091. 


Heats 

Carr led the first 10-lap Expert heat 
race from lap two until the checkered 
flag, while a fierce battle for second 
developed between early leader Don 
Estep of Orient, Ohio, Wood-Rotax- 
mounted Jorgensen and Chandler. 
Carr passed Estep going into turn 
one on the first lap, and Jorgensen 
bumped Estep to third on lap three 
by powering around the Ohio rider 
as the pair exited turn two. While 
Jorgensen, sponsored by Pioneer 
Truck Lines/Indian MC Supply/ 
Storz/Hi-Point/Red Line, took off 
in pursuit of Carr, Chandler closed 
on Estep and pressured the third-year 
Expert for the final six laps. Carr 
claimed the checkers ahead of Jorgy, 
and Chandler edged Estep by half- 
a-wheel at the line to take the last 
direct transfer to the main event. 
Estep settled for fourth and a semi 
berth, as did fifth place Boody. 

Jones powered his Gill/Shoei/ 
Megacycle/Knight/Racecrafters/ 
Stump Ins. Honda first off the line 
in heat two and held on for the full 
10 laps to take an undisputed win. 
He was followed off the line by 
Californians Chad Felicio and Aaron 
Hill, and Parker, who hails from 
Flint, Michigan. 

For Parker and Hill, the heat race 
would be a short one and would end 
their day of racing. Both riders went 
down on lap three and failed to 
transfer to one of two Expert semis. 
Parker fell entering turn one, while 
Hill wound up in the hay bales in 
the entrance to turn three. Both riders 
were uninjured. 

"Ihita bump with both tires, went 
in the air and down I went," Parker 
said. “The track was a little rough, 
I was trying to catch Felicio and 
down I went. I was a little too 
anxious, I guess." 

Felicio followed Jones home, 
while Harley-mounted Scott Adams 
of Oklahoma finished third to take 
the final transfer position. 

Pearson, sponsored by Circle Bell/ 
Shoei/Hap Jones/SuperTrapp/Hi- 
Point/Megacycle/Works Perf./ 
Knight/Rick Reed/Red Line/Kal- 
Gard/Minkuni/K&N/ND, put on 
an amazing display of riding skill 
in heat three. Pearson led most of 
the race — on a rough TT course

— withouta right footpeg. When the 
smoke cleared, however, he had to 
settle for third, and the final transfer 
spot, behind the Gardner Racing duo 
of Eklund and Hames. Pearson let 
hisright foot hang in theair for seven 
laps after the footpeg bolt on his 
Honda sheared away going over the 
jump on lap three. He managed to 
hold onto the lead until the final 
corner when both Eklund and 
Hames got around him in turns three 
and four. 

The fourth 10-lap Expert heat race 
was all Shobert, although Graham, 
riding an Arai/Bel-Ray/Tsubaki/ 
Hi-Point/ERC Racing Fuel Honda, 
passed his former factory Honda 
teammate at the midway point, 
coming out of turn four. Shobert 
immediately repassed Graham with 
a mid-air move over the back straight 
jump, and held the lead to the finish. 
The front-running duo pulled away 
from a battle for third between 
Springsteen and Texans Terry Poo- 
vey and Billy Herndon. Shobert led 
Graham across the line, while Sprin- 
ger finished a safe third ahead of 
semi-bound Poovey and Herndon. 


Semis 

Estep pulled a perfect holeshot in 
the first 10-lap Expert semi-final and 
held the top spot from green light 
to checkered flag. Durelle settled into 
second place while Boody hounded 
him from third for most of the race. 
Durelle bobbled on the rough inside 
line of turn one on lap eight and 
drifted to the outside, allowing 
Boody to sneak under and take over 
second. Estep led Boody across the 
line to set the two transfer spots, 
while Durelle was scheduled for a 
showing in the last chance qualifier. 

Iowa's Rich King took the lead on 


` lap one of the second semi and never 


looked back, although he was pres- 
sured late in the race by Illinois rider 
'Tim Mertens and Poovey. Mertens 
and Poovey worked their way 
through traffic to finish second and 
third, respectively, but they couldn't 
get around King. King and Mertens 
earned spots in the National, but 
Poovey was bound for the LCQ. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

It looked as if Poovey's day on the 
race track might be over when he 
came off the line in fourth place at 
the start of the LCQ, but he would 
have none of that. Poovey, who 
admits he's not the world's greatest 
TT rider, passed McDonnell on lap 
one, Rotax-mounted Rick Weir on 
lap two, and Durelle on lap three 
to make short work of the field. He 
held on all the way to the finish, 
earning the 17th and final transfer 
position into the final. 


Junior National 

For the second week in a row, 
Wood-Rotax-mounted Darell Davis 
of Washington won a Junior 
National TT main event, while oval- 
track specialist Bryan Villella of 
Michigan failed to qualify for the

final. The result was a quick 40 
points for Davis and the point lead 
in the battle for the 1987 Junior 
National Championship. Going into 
the two TT races Moda at Peoria 
and last week at Santa Fe) Villella 
had a comfortable 26-point margin, 
but.now he has to play catch-up. 

Davis leads Villella 85-71 in the 
standings, while Californian Jon 
Nunez moved up to third with 55 
points. Rounding out the top five 
are Steve Aseltine (47) and Eric 
Graybeal (42). Scott Stump (41) and 
Craig Howard (40) also are still in 
the hunt. 

“Back home, all we ride are TTs, 
so I'm used to them," Davis said. 
“Не (Villella) not much of a T Ter, 
but I still have my work cut out for 
me on the miles and half miles." 

Heat two-winner Davis, sponsored 
by Ron Wood/Shoei/Tsubaki, 
pulled the holeshot and led the main 
event from wire-to-wire. He was 
followed off the starting line by 
Honda-mounted Daniel Butler, 
Nunez aboard a Wood-Rotax, and 
heat one winner Jones, who was 
riding a Rotax. 

Nunez and Butler tangled in turn 
one at the midway point with Butler 
going into the hay bales and Nunez 
taking over second. Davis led Nunez 
and Jones across the finish line, 
while Wood-Rotax-mounted Kevin 
Atherton topped Honda rider Kris 
Kiser in a race-long battle for fourth. 
Sixth went to William Newkirk, 
seventh was claimed by Matt Yoho 
and Scott Saunders finished eighth. 
Stump and Jay Skidmore filled out 
the top 10. 


National 

Shobert led Graham and Carr off 
the line at the start of the 25-lap main 
event, but the race was red flagged 
when Mertens crashed hard on lap 
one going over the jump. 

Mertens was transported to a 
nearby hospital and race-day reports 
had him conscious and speaking to 
doctors, but the extent of his injuries 
were unavailable as Cycle News went 
to press. The AMA said Monday, 
June 15 that “Һе is okay," but could 
not confirm whether or not Mertens 
had been released from the hospital. 

Carr nabbed the holeshot on the 
restart, leading Shobert, Jorgensen, 
Jones and Graham into turn one. 
The leaders were followed by 
Eklund, Hames, Pearson, Chandler, 
Spingsteen and Boody. 

Carr and Shobert began to pull 
away from the pack and Shobert 
began to put pressure on Carr. By 
the end of lap four, fourth-running 
Graham was doing the same to third- 
place Jones, while Eklund: Hames, 
Pearson and Chandler followed. 
Jorgy was falling off the pace, 





slipping from third at the start to 
ninth by the end of lap four. 

Shobert tucked underneath Carr 
going into turn one on lap five and 
powered away. Pearson got by | 
Hames on lap six, and Chandler 
bumped Hames to eighth on lap 
eight. Graham finally got around 
Jones on lap nine and set his sights 
on the long-gone leaders.

Boody passed Jorgensen in the late 
going to claim ninth.

Nissan American Speedway Final 


Ermolenko leads the 
way at Long Beach

The old speedway adage that said, “You 
have to race in the British League to qualify 
from the American Final" was laid to rest 
at Long Beach Veterans Stadium. The top 


five finishers in the Nissan 
American Speedway Final 
earned berths to next month’s 
Overseas Final in Bradford, 
England, and three of the most 
famous riders in the world have been 
eliminated from World Champion- 
ship competition for another year. 

British Leaguers Sam Ermolenko 
and Kelly Moran collected the first 
two positions, but the next three 
went to stay at home Americans. 
John Cook, Mike Faria and Rob 
Pfetzing will join Ermolenko and 
Moran in England in just a few 
weeks. Bobby Schwartz, Shawn 
Moran, Lance King and Rick Miller 
are now spectators until 1988. 

Just before the pre-race festivities 
were to begin, the power went out 
in the entire stadium. The fans sat 





patiently through the ordeal and 
finally at 8:45 p.m. — 45 minutes 
late — the first race bumped off and 
half of the lights went on. 

Unlike previous years, the 1987 
version of the final had five riders 
per heat instead of four. That meant 
that the winner collected four points 
instead of three and the first rider 
to collect the quadruple points was 
Cook in event one. Miller closed in 
on Cook on the final lap, but he was 
forced to settle for second with Faria 
third. 

Event two gave an indication of 
what was going to come. Schwartz, 
on his favorite Weslake, had a 
commanding lead when he broke a 
rod at the start of lap three. While 
Schwartz coasted silently into the 
back straight darkness, Pfetzing 
breezed by for the lead and the win. 





While things were looking bright for 
Pfetzing, they were looking pretty 
bleak for Schwartz. 

Shawn Moran gated the field from 
two in event three, but King quickly 
passed him and went on for his 
initial four points of the night. Kelly 
Moran led it all the way to win event 
four while Ermolenko had a tre- 
mendous battle with Eddie Ingles 
before he wrestled the second spot 
away. 

Schwartz made his second appear- 
ance of the evening in event five and 
he was aboard his backup GM. The 
“Boogaloo Kid" led it wire-to-wire 
but he had to contend with a charg- 
ing Miller over.the last lap. Miller 
went inside King in turn two on the 
second circuit and closed to within 
a bike length of Schwartz on the final 
lap. 

The popular Faria took his first 
win of the night by almost a half 
straight im event six over Steve 
Lucero. Event seven saw the literal 
downfall of Shawn Moran. While 
chasing Ermolenko, in turn two on 
lap one, the younger Moran got a 
piece of the leader's rear tire and fell. 
Since it wasn’t half the field, no red 
came out and Moran collected a zero. 
Moran, the defending champion, 
had dropped five points from his first 
two outings and he could not afford 
to lose anymore. 

Moran’s misfortune was countered 
by Ermolenko’s win over Sandona 
in the same heat and the ‘‘Wolver- 
hampton Wolve" was looking good. 
The final race of the round went to 
Kelly Moran over Pfetzing and Cook. 

After two rounds Kelly Moran was 
leading with eight points while 





brother Shawn was back in the pack 
with four. They met in event nine 
and anyone.who knows Kelly knew 
that he would do everything possi- 
ble, to help his younger sibling. 
Kelly got the gate over Miller and 
Shawn but the Morans quickly 
headed the field. Kelly rode low 
while Shawn stayed on the high side 
and eventually captured a much 
needed four points. 

For all intents and purposes, 
Schwartz's hopes ended when he 
placed third behind Ermolenko and 
Faria in event 10. He had now 
dropped six points and it would take 
a miracle for him to get one of the 
coveted top five spots. Ermolenko's 
win tied him with Kelly Moran for 
the lead while Faria was looking like 
a contender. 

Pfetzing passed Sandona on lap 
two of event 11 and he won his 
second race in three outings while 
King had to fight his way past 
Sandona for three points. 'The third 
round ended with a breathtaking ride 
by Cook. He was mired in third 
before he got past a stubborn Ingels 
and then, at the line, narrowly edged 
Lucero for an important win. 

Miller posted his only win of the 
night in event 13 with Faria defeat- 
ing Shawn Moran and Pfetzing in 
event 14. Faria got the gate, but 
Moran pulled alongside him as they 
came off turn two. It was an elbow- 
to-elbow battle down the back chute 
and Faria edged hign into the third 
turn and the fans went wild. Moran 
stayed close all the way, but the final 
nail was halfway into his coffin. 
Third spot in the event went to 
Pfetzing. 
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We call it one-upsmanship.

Part/PCL/Shoei/Smith Goggles/ 
НІЛ Lubricants-sponsored GM, out 
battled Miller on lap one and was 
headed for a win in event 17. Out 
came the white flag and Ermolenko 
thought it was the checkered. He

slowed, but when Miller raced by in 
turn one, Ermolenko got back on the 
throttle. He had apparently dropped 
a point. 

The referee intervened and gave 
the win to Ermolenko. The race had 
actually gone five laps. A relieved 
Ermolenko wiped his brow and 
smiled, “I never really paid attention 
to the flags," he said. “I counted laps 
as I was racing." 

That gave Ermolenko the overall 
victory, but there was more drama 
to come. King won from Kelly Moran 
and Faria in event 18. Moran had 
enough points to wrap up second, 
but Miller, King, Faria and Pfetzing 
were all tied with 15. There would 
be at least a four-rider runoff for the 
final qualifying spots. 

After Gary Hicks won event 19, 
Cook, who won in 1985 but had a 
terrible night in 1986, came onto the 
track. If he won or placed second he 
would end up third overall. If he 
placed third, he ended up with 15 
points and there would be a five-rider 
runoff for the final three spots. 

Cook was second off the start 
behind Schwartz, but Shawn Moran 
quickly shot by him and went on to 
pass Schwartz for the lead. Cook was 
not a factor. He ended up third and 
was thrown into the do or die runoff. 

The fans were going wild as the 
riders took up their positions for the 
runoff. Miller was off the pole, 1983 
number three in the world, Lance 
King, was out of two, Faria was in 
three with Cook in four and Pfetzing 
on the outside. 

The outside looked to hold the best 
starting slots as there was plenty of 
dirt. Cook, now mounted on Kelly 


Moran's GM, rocketed into the lead . 


while Faria, the crowd favorite, drew 
a roar as he raced into second with 
Pfetzing third. King, who had qual- 
ified from the event every year since 
1983, fell in the first bend and was 
out. 

That left a four-rider battle for the 
top three spots. Pfetzing was by Faria 
early while Miller lurked just behind 
in the unwanted fourth. Faria got 
inside Pfetzing going down the back 
chute on lap two and he took second 
away in turn three, but Pfetzing came 
back around. 

Faria was trying to take second 
from Pfetzing, but at the same time 
he had to fight off Miller. "Flying'" 
Mike had to slam the door on him 
as he tried to come underneath in 





turn two on the third lap. He then 
got the drive and passed Pfetzing as 
they hit turn three. 

Cook had no problem and he won 
by a huge margin over Faria. Miller 
in a last ditch effort, tried to get 
around Pfetzing at the checkered 
flag, but he fell a half bike length 
short. The exhausted crowd gave the 
riders a standing ovation. 

Ermolenko was in a jovial mood 
in the pits after the event ended. “1 
knew the motors were good before 
I came over here because everything 
has been tested and was going good. 
I rode the one that was going fastest 
in practice in my first ride. Out of 
the start, when I revved it up and 
dumped the clutch, it kind of fell on 
its face for the first 20 feet and then 
took off. Through the race it was 
getting better and better but rather. 
than chance it I just changed bikes.” 

The usually chipper Faria was 
drained and the motion of the night 
seemed to leave him somewhat 
subdued. He had conquered his big 
race bad luck. “I have a lot of new 
people behind me,” he said. “I have 
my confidence back and I’m really 
devoted to speedway now. We all put 
our leathers on the same way. I knew 
I had a job to do so I went out and 
did it and the STP, Shoei Helmet, 
Tsubaki Chain Jawa performed 
flawlessly for me. I was talking to 
my partner Steve Lucero before the 
start of the runoff, and he told me 
I had to get first or second.” 

You couldn't wipe the smile off 
Pfetzing's face after the event. He 
laughed when asked about riding at 
Bradford where the Overseas Final 
will take place: “‘It is funny. I went 
back on vacation about a year ago. 
I was staying with Lance (King) and 
one night, after the meeting, I took 
afew laps on Bradford. It wasraining 
and I was riding a strange bike so 
I can say ‘yeah, I have taken about 
four laps on Bradford.” 

In about three weeks' time, Pfetz- 
ing, Cook, Faria, Kelly, Moran and 
Ermolenko will get about 20 more 
laps on Bradford when they try to 
advance the American flag farther 
along in the 1987 World Champion- 
ship chase. ?

Austrian GP thriller 
goes to Gardner

SALZBURG, AUSTRIA, JUNE 7 


Wayne Gardner won his third Grand Prix 
of the five-race-old season at the picturesque 
but dangerous Salzburgring circuit - but it 
was his narrowest win ever in the best 500cc 


race for three years. 

His challenger was Randy 
Mamola, who overtook the 
Australian World Champion- 
ship leader several times, only to be 
repassed up the punishing hill when 
the NSR power of Gardner's blue- 
and-white Rothmans Honda over- 
came the red-and-white Lucky Strike 
Yamaha YZR. In the end, an awk- 
ward move by a backmarker brought 
Gardner the breathing space he 
needed, and he was 2.37 seconds 
ahead at the flag. 

But there was some justification 
in a jubilant Mamola's statement: “I 
feel like I won. I was riding better 
than. Wayne, cornering faster, and 
my tires were better. He only beat 
me on horsepower." 

Scotland's HB Honda NSR500 
rider Niall Mackenzie was an excel- 
lent third, Ron Haslam rode his 
Honda to fourth and Rob McEInea 
was fifth in a good day for British 
riders... Roger Burnett completed the 
top-10 quartet in eighth. 





For World Champion Eddie Law- 
son, the track where he has won twice 
before was disastrous. His Marlboro 
Yamaha was misfiring on the sight- 
ing lap, and failed to improve after 
a plug-change on the line. “It seemed 
in.the warm-up lap it might clear 
in sixth gear, so I started hoping I 
might pick up a few points. But it 
got worse." Lawson pulled in after 
two laps, and tried to be philosophi- 
cal. “The World Championship is 
over for me now. The best I can hope 
for is second." 

Which is more than Freddie 
Spencer can aspire to. His team was 
again ready and waiting, but Spencer 
unexpectedly again failed to show, 
worried that a slight infection to his 
Hockenheim knee injury might 
spread to the cartiledge due to his 
knee-dragging style. 

Kiwi Team Lucky Strike Roberts 
recruit Richard Scott - standing in 
for the injured Mike Baldwin - had 
a hard time, and a luclge escape. In 
the final practice session, he was 
starting to improve his 15th fastest

time when а local rider, D. Marehard, 
fell directly in front of him. Scott hit 
the fallen bike at over 85 mph and 
went flying over the handlebars, 
only to be hit again by Marehard's 
bike after he had come to rest. 

At first, he seemed to have escaped 
serious injury - a minor miracle - but 
later the СР medico Dr. Costa 
diagnosed a cracked hip bone. He 
raced after pain-killing injections on 
a spare-parts special built overnight. 
It was the second YZR Scott had 
destroyed in as many weeks - the first 
was written off in сыы in 
Yugoslavia. 

A thrilling 250cc race went to wily 
old fox Anton Mang, his 36th GP 
win, and third in succession, after 
he had pulled a small lead on a 
typically frenzied six-bike Honda 
NSR battle; but the real heroics came 
from Italian Aprilia-Rotax rider 
Loris Reggiani, who not only caught 
the Hondas after a poor start, but 
conquered them all to take second. 

A last-lap reshuffle saw German 
Reinhold Roth third, Spain's Sito 
Pons and Carlos Cardus fourth and 
fifth, followed by Swiss Jacques 
Cornu and Frenchman Dominique 
Sarron. The top Yamaha was Carlos 
Lavado's, who climbed to eighth 
from an appalling start, but couldn't 
catch the Hondas. 

Fausto Gresini scored another 
narrow 125cc victory from his Garelli 
teammate Bruno Casanova, with 
home boy August Auinger narrowly 
failing to wrest third from Paolo 
Casoh's MBA after engine trouble 
meant the Austrian's MBA couldn't 
stay with the Garellis. The 80cc class 
yielded another exciting race, with 
Spaniard Jorge Martinez' Derbi 
again just beaung the Krausers, this 
time Gerhard Waibel's. On three 
wheels, former World Champion 
Rolf Biland took his first victory 
since 1985. 

With torrential rain on tlie first 
day of practice, it was not surprising 
that Mamola was fastest, with the 
acknowledged superiority of his 
team's exclusive Dunlop wets. 
Indeed, works-bike first-timer Scott 
was fourth on the other Lucky Strike 
Roberts Yamaha. What was more 
surprising was that Mamola got on 
the pole in the dry the next day, only 
to be displaced by Gardner (by three 
tenths) at the very end, with one of 
his now familiar contemptuous last- 
minute scorchers. 

Mamola, testing a new fairing as 
well as enjoying the growing benefits 
of Kiwi Mike Sinclair’s tuning 
prowness, remained sanguine. “И 
its wet, I'm sure to win. But Tl be 





in the top three, whether it's wet, dry 
or intermediate. We've made a lot of 
progress with the Dunlops after 
tesung in Yugoslavia, and though I 
didn't trust the tires in Spain, I think 
they're better than Michelins now, 
especially at braking deep into the 
corners.” 

Pole-sitter Gardner was more 
relaxed and approachable than of 
late, and put the change down to his 
growing confidence. “I didn’t have 
any trouble getting back on pole - 
that's where I like to be, but ГЇЇ only 
go as fast as I have to.” He admitted 
no fondness for the track. "It's 
dangerous. And there's nowhere you 
can make up time by riding better. 
It's just a pair of drag strips." 

No such confidence attended the 
Marlboro Yamaha camp, in spite of 
(fervently denied) rumors that they 
had received two new engines from 
Japan, and Lawson's time within a 
whisker of Gardner's. “The only 
extra power is what we've found for 
ourselves - we've been working 
hard," said team technical boss Kel 
Carruthers; while Eddie Lawson 
took the opportunity to tell the world 
and the visiting Yamaha top brass 
that the bike "should be put in a 
crusher.” 

Rob McElnea was more tactful, 
professing himself satisfied with his 
front-row start (separated from Law- 
son by Syunji Yatsushiro’s NSR 
Honda). “I can reel off laps at that 
speed all through the race,” he said. 
Searching for compensation for the 
Yamaha’s power deficit, they had 
now lowered his and Lawson's bikes, 
a more complex operation than it 
sounds, but giving the opportunity 
for some exhaust experiments in the 
process of the consequent surgery. 

Although the top three were in a 
race of their own, Yatsushiro (cele- 
brating his first year as a GP rider, 
and the first track that isn’t new to 
him) headed a tight group of nine 
works bikes within the same 
second... give ог take five 
hundredths. 

Heading the second row was Niall 
Mackenzie, another whose confi- 
dence had been revived after tests at 
Rijeka. The biggest single change 
Erv Kanemoto had made to his NSR 
Honda was simply to fit a shorter 
fuel tank, by a couple of inches, to 
move the seat forward, weighting the 
front wheel more, to suit Mackenzie's 
hard-leaning style. It cheered him up 
no end. 

Then came Christian Sarron, Pier 
Chili's remarkably quick three- 
cylinder factory Honda, and Ron 
Haslam's V-four NSR. The secret of

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Scotland’s Niall Mackenzie had his best-ever 500cc Grand Prix finish 
after taking third place behind Gardner and Mamola in Austria. 


Chili’s machine has been revealed by 
a new sticker on the fairing; the 
factory have passed engine develop- 
ment over the Mugen, their moto- 
cross subsidiary, with devastating 
results. But Haslam may have been 
the quicker had he not divided his 
time between the factory NSR, and 
his new Elf 4, which made an 
unexpected and promising debut on 
the first day of practice. 

Behind them, Tadahiko Taira’s 
YZR Yamaha was alongside Ray- 
mond Roche’s new Cagiva, with 
Burnett’s old NSR, Gustav Reiner’s 
quick three-cylinder Honda, and 
Kenny Irons' solitary RGV Suzuki, 
the new V-four setting erratic times 
as they cope with carburetion diffi- 
culties among other teething trou- 
bles, and the team rather missing 
Kevin Schwantz. 

There were several crashes on the 
fast and dangerous track, but Scott's 
was the worst, and eventually 
included four bikes. With the track 
strewn with bodies and bikes, prac- 
tice was stopped, and it was lucky 
that a major disaster was averted. It 
would not have been the first at the 
Salzburgring; beautiful but menac- 
ing in its unique Alpine setting. As 
always, this fact added a frisson of 
excitement to what was clearly going 
to be a very close race. 

A clean 500cc start saw Haslam 
leap away in the lead with Mamola 
jumping past him first time through 
the slow far U-turn. The Lucky 
Strike bike led over the hill, and for 
the rest of the lap; then Gardner's 
Honda powered past the Yamaha the 
second time they climbed the flat-out 
hillside with Mamola hot on his 
heels, and Niall Mackenzies HB 
Honda right in his slipstream. 

This time, Gardner couldn't 
excape; and on the sixth lap, contrary 
to the pattern of the year so far, 
Mamola was in front again. Gardner 
stayed cool, and two laps later, he 
again used his superior sprint up the 
hill, and led the close packed trio 
again. 

Lawson, meanwhile, had already 
disappeared, driving the sick YZR 
straight back to his motorhome, and 
closing the door after being passed 
under power by the slowest of the 
backmarkers. 

Haslam was settled in a fourth he 
was to hold to the end; behind him 
Burnett led Chili, Sarron, Roche, 
Yatsushiro, Reiner and McElnea, in 
a pack that would have done justice 





to a 250cc race. We will come back 
to them - it was the three-strong 
battle up front that seized the 
attention. 

Mackenzie was hanging on 
impressively, and even passed Mam- 
ola briefly when the American 
tangled with a slower rider. Gardner 
found his way through the thicken- 
ing traffic best, and he had opened 
up almost two seconds on Mamola 
at half distance. Now he surely 
would pull away. 

But this was a race of surprises. 
By two-thirds distance, Mamola was 
not just back on Gardner's tail, but 
was challenging him fiercely. It was 
plain to see that the tire wars had 
swung the other way. While Gardner 
and the other Michelin runners were 
having trouble putting the power 
down, Mamola's Dunlops were still 
going strong. 

Acceleraung harder and earlier, 
Mamola was able to pass Gardner 
every time they went along the pit 
straight. But the crucial part of 
Salzburgring is the long climb up 
behind the pits, and as often as 
Mamola passed him, Gardner passed 
him back with the Honda's superior 
acceleration, and could then stay in 
front for the rest of the lap. 

Heroically, Mamola once passed 
Gardner on the outside on the 
terrifying top-gear sweeper around 
the mountainside - a feat of unheard 
bravery which might have won him 
the race had he reserved it for the 
last lap. He didn't get the chance, 
however. With three laps to go, he 
was baulked again, and "going up 
the hill, if you ease back even a little, 
you lose a second or more." That's 
exactly what happened, and with no 
hope of catching the flying ““Wollon- 
gone Wild One." Mamola let the gap 
grow to 2.37 seconds at the end. 

“The bike was going great,' 
Mamola said. “And my tires were 
still fine. I could see he was sliding 
around, but I could brake deep into 
the bends, and get the power on early, 
only then he'd whistle past up the 
hill on horsepower. I'm really look- 
ing forward to the next one... there're 
no long straights in Yugoslavia." 

But the real words of victory were 
for Gardner, no matter how narrowly 
it had been won. “I was surprised 
by Randy," he said. “Апа he really 
made me work for it. I was saving 
a big effort for the last laps, and it 
worked okay. But that was the 
hardest one this year." 








The battle up front had drawn 
attention away from some exciting 
racing for the places. Mackenzie had 
gradually been outpaced, but was 
able to hang on to third, even though 
Haslam started to close the gap at 
the end. The Scotsman was well- 
pleased with his first-ever rostrum 
after his early-season inpetus seemed 
to have been lost. 

The group behind Haslam, grad- 
ually thinning out, had also been 
closing. First Reiner had fallen off 
his NSR, then Roche had toured in 
with the Cagiva sounding very sick. 
By now, McElnea was in front with 
Sarron pressing him hard, and 
Yatsushiro in tow. They stayed in 
this-order, the gaps gradually 
increasing, until the finish. 

Burnett lost ground, but managed 
to stay ahead of Chili in spite of 
overheating problems, but the slow- 
starting Taira was closing in from 
behind. The taciturn Japanese ace 
had passed both of them on the 
penultimate lap, but Burnett - in his 
first good race this year - pressured 
him into an error in the final 
chicane, and led him across the line. 
The opportunist Chili was there too, 
and damn near also repassed. 

Scott was a cautious llth, out of 
the points in a race that was not only 
thrilling, but also opens up all sorts 
of new possibilities in a season that 
was in danger of being a straight- 
forward Gardner walkover. 
Although Lawson confided that "the 
title is gone for me now. I'll be racing 
for second, and I hate to do that;”’ 
Mamola had given an impressive 
show of strength. It might not all 
be a forgone conclusion after all. 

The first eight 250s were all within 
a second during practice, showing 
that this race would also be a fierce 
battle. Even though it was expected 
to be a Honda track, the first three 
qualifiers were Mang’s NSR Honda, 
Carlos Lavado's YZR Yamaha, and 
Loris Regianni's Aprilia-Rotax. 

The front row was completed by 
two more of the favored Hondas: 
Cornu and Cardus; but Luca Cadal- 
ora's Yamaha headed three more 
Hondas on the second row — Rein- 
hold Roth, Dominique Sarron and 
Sito Pons. Cadalora provides an 


. interesting extreme in a class which 


encourages a wide variety of corner- 
ing styles. Like the 125cc champion 
he 15, he was not braking at all going 
into the chicane, and allowing his 
angle of lean to scrub off speed, at 
a spot where other riders grab such 
a handful of brake that their forks 
almost bottom. 

Martin Wimmer was back, and 
placed 10th, his injured left foot in 
a specially-made stiff plastic boot. It 
worked: he fell in morning warm- 
up and had “no pain at all” for his 
freshly-broken ankle. 

With Juan Carriga and Patrick 
Igoa filling 11th and 12th with the 
last remaining works Yamahas, there 
wasn't much hope for the pack of 
eager privateers, scrabbling not to be 
among the nine who wouldn't qual- 
ify. Thus there were just over three 
seconds difference from first. quali- 
fier to last - tight stuff. 

It is now surprise that experience 
dominates in this class where the 
competitiveness for the lead has been 
restored by the large number of 
works bikes. 

This time, we had a tight pack of 
seven, who soon sorted themselves 
out to draw away from the field while 
exchanging the lead among them- 
selves, sometimes several times a lap. 
The first three laps had three leaders: 
Pons, Cardus and Mang, while mere 
inches separated them from Sarron, 
Roth, Cornu, Cadalora and briefly 
Wimmer. 


Lavado had been left on the line, 








and was busy fighting his way 
through from the back with impres- 
sive speed. Higher up the field, 
Reggiani was working the Aprilia to 
the front after having had his hand 
knocked off the clutch at the start. 
Cadalora obligingly saved him the 
trouble of overtaking by falling off, 
soon to be joined in the hands of 
medics by Patrick Igoa, who broke 
his femur and required immediate 
surgery. 

Mang again showed his devastat- 
ing tactical superiority, controlling 
the pace from in front, while he 
assessed the strength of the opposi- 
tion. "Every time I looked round, 
there was someone different behind 
me," he said later. “I thought if they 
were standing on each others toes, 
I might be able to break away." A 
couple of laps of supreme effort at 
half-distance did exactly that, and he 
was never challenged again. 

It was as he predicted. Pons, Roth 

and Cardus were gradually leaving 
Cornu and Sarron slightly, but were 
too busy with each other to notice 
that Reggiani was closing fast. 
Suddenly the amazing Italian was 
-amongst them, and riding with 
unparalled daring on the fast sec- 
tions, he forced his way to the front 
with four laps to go. 

On the penultimate lap, Cardus 
was in third, but they all closed up 
again for an ultra-high speed dog- 
fight on the last run over the hill, 
and it was Roth, Pons, Cardus, 
Cornu and Sarron across the line. It 
was a matter of who outfumbled 
whom. 

Lavado was a solitary eighth, 
unable to catch the utterly-dominant 
Hondas. Worse still, the Yamahas 
had been beaten by the European 
Rotax! 

Three more were fighting for the 
last two championship points — 
Stephane Mertens on the NSR- 
powered carbon-fibre-framed 
Armstrong-Sekitoba, having its best- 
ever race; the injured Wimmer, and 
the YZR-mounted Garriga, closing 
from behind. Mertens made it to 
eighth, just staving off a last-straight 
attack from Wimmer, who was 
pleased to observe that, "I had my 
gearshift moved to the right, and I 
only made two shifting mistakes in 
the race." 

Mang's third successive win was 
achieved against the best his rivals 
could throw at him. The German 
veteran looks like a champion 
already. ә

Trett tames Maple 
Grove Nationals

MAPLE GROVE, PA, MAY 30-31 


On one of the hottest May weekends in 
Maple Grove Raceway's history the inaug- 
ural IMRA/Zipper's Cycle/Accel Super Coil 
National was just as equal to the weather 


— hot. As the temperatures 
climbed so too did the excite- 
ment level of the 4000 specta- 
tors who attended one of the 


most exciting motorcycle races to 
ever hit Pennsylvania. 

The people who braved the 100° 
temperatures were well rewarded 
when they saw Elmer Trett run a 
track and IMRA record 7.14 at 195.65 
mph. They also witnessed three 
separate Pro Fuel riders John Sands, 
Bob Spina and Jim McClure run in 
the sevens. Not to mention that they 
saw the first side-by-side seven- 
second run (Spina vs. McClure). 

But the run of the weekend was 
turned in by the unassuming team 
of Mike Hubsher and Wes Nyce. 
With Nyce riding the Pro Street (no 
wheelie bars class) Suzuki during the 
first round of Eliminations, he 
clocked the unheard of time of 8.03 
seconds at 169.81 mph. With a tire 
going away, Nyce backed up the 
historical run with an 8.10 clocking 
for an all time record in Pro Street. 

The first round of Top Fuel 
competition opened with Trett 
taking a bye run when Jim Magnus 
could not make the call with his 
unique two-stroke, 900cc Kawasaki 





blower bike. Trett ran a soft 7.49 at 
174.75 mph to advance to the semi 
finals. 

'The second pairing saw Chris 
Hand roll out the Hickman and 
Hand “Redneck Express" to com- 
pete against the recently completed 

‘Winged Express" of Roland 
Stuart. Stuart's new Suzuki sports a 
rear wing which sits above the riders' 
head on the rear fender. On the run, 
Stuart left first but could not hold 
off the charge of Hand. Stuart ran 
a 7.98 at 169.49 mph to Hand's 
winning 7.77 at 172.41 mph. Unfor- 
tunately on the run Hand smoked 
a piston due to a bad fuel pump and 
was forced to retire from competi- 
tion. The final run of the round saw 
the newly rebodied machine of Larry 
McBride defeat the new Top Fuel 
machine of Mike Malone. McBride 
ran a 7.75 at 175.83 to Malone's 
troubled 8.15 at 168.22 mph. 

Round two turned out to be a pair 
of bye runs with both riders leaning 
on the bikes in an attempt to win 
lane choice in the final round. Trett 
went first and ran a tire chattering 
7.32 at 185.56 mph while McBride 
ran a 7.61 at 173.41 mph for his spot 
in the finals. 





In the Top Fuel final Trett took 
a holeshot lead over McBride but 
then smoked the tire badly. McBride 
started putting bike lengths on Trett 
who fought through the smoke and 
tire shake to begin reeling in the 
potent Suzuki. When the win light 
came on it was the “Grey Ghost” 
from Georgia who went home with 
the winner's check as Trett ran a 7.29 
at 195.65 mph to nip McBride's 7.47 
at 178.57. 

Pro Fuel was a wild show and 
because of the support by the racers 
(13 entries for an eight-bike field) 
Race Director, Larry Pyle decided 
that the fans should get a chance to 
see all of them run during elimi- 
nations. Out of the 13 bikes, 10 were 
able to make the call for the first 
round and the quickest field of Pro 
Fuel was underway. In round one, 
Ken Overly's H-D took an 8.26, 
150.75 mph win over the slowing 
machine of John Mancuso of Hous- 
ton. In the only other competition 
run of the round, Wayne Loftain laid 
an 8.34 at 157.06 mph run on the 
Harley of Bill Furr who ran an 8.45 
at 150.75 mph in losing. All the other 
riders had bye runs due to the odd 
field. Jamie Morocco ran an 8.34 at 
161.00 with his three-speed- 
equipped Harley; John Sands ran a 
7.87 at 153.84 on his Honda (the only 
non-Harley in the field); Jim 
McClure ran a 7.99 at 154.37; Clyde 
Rawlings ran an 8.86 at 108.82; 
Marion Owens ran an 8.15 at 166.66 
and Bob Spina saved the motor 
running an 11.55 at 106.13. 

In round two the competition 
became serious. First Bob Spina 
trailered Ken Overly running a 7.92 
at 161.00 to Overly's losing 8.17 at 
153.06 mph. Jim McClure then 
advanced at the expense of Wayne 
Loftain — McClure running a 7.98 
at 167.28 mph to Loftain's close but 
losing 8.08 at 162.16. Sands then kept 
Honda's hopes alive when he 








defeated Owens running a 7.70 at 
157.34 mph to Owens' 8.18 at 156.79 
mph. Jamie Morocco then ended the 
round by taking a holeshot win over 
Clyde Rawlings. Though Morocco 
was .02 slower 1n the ET department 
he was over a full 10th quicker off 
the line and won the duel. Morocco 
advanced with an 8.39 at 160.42 mph 
to Rawlings' quicker, but losing 8.37 
at 133.72 mph. 

The semi finals saw the surprise 
of the weekend as Sands unexplain- 
ably red-lighted to Morocco. Sands 
threw. away at 7.70 at 169.49 to 
Morocco's 8.61 with no mph 
recorded. On the other side of the 
ladder, Bob Spina took a wire-to- 
wire win over McClure when he ran 
a record setting 7.91 to McClure's 
7.99 at 161.57. 

In the Pro Fuel final Spina con- 
tinued his seven-second ways and 
defeated Morocco running a 7.97 at 
161.57 to Morocco's 8.50 at 158.73. 

Most of the better known Funny 
Bike riders elected to stay home due 
to. the Nitrous Oxide ban imposed 
two weeks prior to the race by 
NHRA. What they didn't know was 
that NHRA recinded the ban on the 
Friday morning prior to the event 
and had they attended they would 
have been able to run the race. 

The first round saw number one 
qualifier, Eddie Robbins bog and 
lose fire off the line handing the 
round to Mike Sinski's new Kawa- 
saki. Sinski clocked an 8.13 at 161.29 
mph. On the other side of the ladder, 
Reggie Showers was a no show. This 
gave the automatic win to John 
Phillips who ran an 8.57 at 131.57 
mph. 

In the final it was all Phillips as 
he took his Kawasaki to an 8.07 at 
167.28 mph win over Sinski's losing 
8.22. at 159.29 mph. The win was 
Phillips' first in Funny Bike.

Roeseler/Hunnicutt 
top SCORE Baja 500

miles of high-speed racing to take the 
checkered flag at the 14th Annual SCORE 


Baja Internacional, powering 
their Kawasaki 500 to victory 
more than half an hour ahead 
of the nearest competition. 

At first it appeared as if the Team 
Honda duo of Dan Ashcraft and 
Randy Morales had won the race, but 
the Honda riders were disqualified 
when SCORE officials later disco- 
vered that they had switched motor- 
cycles when their first XR600R threw 
a rod near the end of the event. 

It was a typically grueling Baja 
race that sidelined many top com- 
petitors, but the Roeseler/Hunnicutt 
team kept up the pace despite suf- 
fering a broken rear shock half way 
through the race and finished the 
almost-500 mile event in eight hours 
and nine minutes, for an average 
speed of 56.64 mph. 

Roeseler, who was the first rider 
to cross the finish line at.last year's 
race but was relegated to second 
overall on elapsed time by Garth 
Sweetland and Scot Harden, said this 
win was especially important. 

“This was Kawasaki's first Baja 
attempt and I wanted to win it so 
bad," Roeseler said. Kawasaki has 
been the best thing that's happened 
to my career. The people, the enthu- 
siasm — they've just been great. I 
wanted to prove to myself and them 
that they made the right decision in 
working with me.” 

Baja drew its usual prestigious 
field, with top name desert and 
factory team riders traveling from as 





far away as Italy to be among the 
51 motorcycle entries that lined up 
in the streets of Ensenada for the 6:00 
a.m. start of the race. 

Dawn had just broken when the 
starting flag dropped and the first 
starter, Team Husky's Dan Smith, 
thundered down the pavement and 
out into the fog that blanketed the 
Baja coast. The other riders followed 
at 30 second intervals, hard on the 
gas in the dash through the city 
streets. 

The race had more than its fair 
share of early problems. The leád- 
off rider for the Over-30 team of Pete 
Sheehan and Lee Pearson discovered 
he was missing an official helmet 
Sticker just minutes before his sche- 
duled start and rode his Open Class 
KTM into the registration area in the 
rear lobby of the Bahia Hotel to get 
one. 

And 125cc hopefuls Jeff Miller and 
Pete Postel were out of the race with 
a seized engine before the pavement 
ended, while solo rider Paul Ostbo, 
from Tacoma, Washington, took a 
flying leap off his bike just one mile 
from the starting line. 

“I had the bike wide open — it's 
supposed to do 125 miles an hour 
— and a kid stepped off the pavement 
and into the road in front of me," 
Ostbo explained. “1 figured I'd 
probably kill him if I hit him, so 
I turned into the curb and went 
straight off the bike.” 

Ostbo's evasive action left him 
with bent bars, a half-ground-off foot

peg, a broken steering stabilizer, torn 
leathers and very. tattered riding 
shirt, but he refüsed to call it quits. 
“I figured it could only get better 
after that,” he said. 

Despite a difficult mixture of fog 
and dust in the early running, the 
frontrunners made good time in the 
first leg of the journey. Smith 
averaged almost 53 mph for the first 
80 miles, but was unable to make up 
any time on ex-teammate Roeseler, 
who slid his Kawasaki 500 into the 
second check with exactly the same 
elapsed time as the Husky ace, just 
two minutes faster than the Honda 
factory team of Ashcraft and Morales. 

“The first part of the race was 
pretty exciting," said Morales, who 
rode the first 50 miles before handing 
the big Honda over to Ashcraft. you 
have to take chances here and there 
to keep up the pace and it was a bit 
spooky on the pavement." 

As the riders continued out into 
the Pacific loop, toward the 160-mile 
mark at Camalu, it became obvious 
that it was going to be a close race. 
The hard-charging Smith started to 
pour on the pressure and had opened 
up a lead of just over two minutes, 
but his winning margin did not last 
for long. 

“I never had a problem out on the 
course — just in the pits," Smith 
said. “1 had to change a tire and it 
got all screwed up. It took five 
minutes to change and even though 
I was ahead by two minutes and 15 
seconds going into Calamu, I didn't 
get out of the pit until one minute 
15 seconds after Larry (Roeseler) 
went by. I had to ride my butt off 
to catch up again.” 

Further back in the starting order, 
Team Honda had also picked up the 
pace. 

“The whole Pacific loop is my 
territory," said Ashcraft. “I always 
have the fastest time through there. 
Once you get to Mike's Sky Ranch 
it’s fast all the way back to the 
highway and I guess all those fast 
roads took their toll on the others. 
I made up a good five-and-a-half 
minutes from the last pit until we 
hit the highway." 

"It's shaping up to be a really 
intense race," said Morales as he 
waited at the highway for Ashcraft 
to come out of the Pacific loop and 
hand the bike over for the 140-mile 





loop through San Felipe. “It’s pretty 
close for a Baja race. We'll just have 
to see who lasts the longest.” 

When the leaders finally emerged 
from the Pacific loop after four hours 
of racing, only 30 seconds separated 
them in the race down Mike's Sky 
Ranch road to the highway: Roeseler 
was out in front of Smith by 14 
seconds, with another 16 seconds 
back to Ashcraft. 

А quick rider change with no time 
to pit the bike put Morales and the 
Team Honda machine out in front 
in the charge down the pavement, 
but Smith's partner Don Griewe, and 
Roeseler's teammate Hunnicutt, 
both competing in their first Baja 
race, were soon hot on his trail. 

Roeseler reported that his Kawa- 
saki was running flawlessly at the 
race's half-way point, but things did 
not look promising in the Husky 
pits. Minutes after Griewe headed off 
towards San Felipe on the 510cc 
thumper, Smith noticed oil all over 
his right boot, and there were some 
worried frowns as the team waited 
for the bike to return. 

Running fourth overall as the 
racers came out of Mike's Sky Ranch 
was Italian rider Ciro DePetri, who 
was teamed with ex-desert-ace- 
turned-road racer, Duane Summers, 
on an Open class Husky. DePetri hit 
the highway 15 minutes behind the 
race leaders, but was still a full 10 
minutes ahead of the fifth placed 
entry, an Open class Honda piloted 
by San Diego hotshots Randy Nor- 
man and Tom Moen. 

The lead in the 250cc division had 
started out in the hands of Joey Lane 
and Mark Vanscourt. They had 
elbowed their CR250 through to the 
front of the 250cc division by the time 
they hit Camalu and had a com- 
fortable lead when disaster struck 
coming out of Mike's Sky Ranch. 

“Tt was misting just out of Camalu 
and I couldn't see, so I took my 
goggles off and wiped my glasses 
right off as well," Lane explained. 
“І lost my glasses completely and 
spent ages looking for them but 
never found them so I couldn't see 
very well, and then I got a flat right 
after that. Between the flat and the 
fact that I could hardly see anything, 
I lost something like 15 mimutes 
getting to the highway." 

With Lane off the pace, the Las

Vegas Husky team of Scott Morris 
and Daryl Folks took over the 
physical lead (їп sixth overall before 
time adjustment), but were actually 
over a minute behind Honda- 
mounted Bob Johnson and .Steve 
Buckly in the time-adjusted stand- 
ings as the race hit the half-way 
point. 

Honda riders John Etchart and 
Lynn McGraw, from Hemet, Cali- 
fornia, were more than seven min- 
utes ahead in the Over-38 division 
as they came out of Mike's Sky 
Ranch, taking full advantage of the 
mechanical problems suffered by 
early race leaders Casey Folks and 
Bill Sweetland. 

"Our pipe came apart when we 
were in the lead, so I stopped at the 
Arciero (Class 1, Unlimited Single 
Seat racers) pit and they welded it 
up for me. We had to take the seat 
off and it took a while, so we lost 
a lot of time," said Sweetland. 

The Sheehan/Pearson KTM team 
had stretched out their usual large 
lead in the Over-30 division, and 
Cagiva pilots Bryan Folks and John 
Rudder had a 10 minute lead in the 
125cc class, despite “а slight seize" 
on their way around the Pacific loop. 

'The frontrunners were still racing 
neck-in-neck as they headed out into 
the rough terrain and 110° heat of 
the San Felipe loop. The lead 
swapped back and forth between the 
three leaders. 

“Thad the lead when we hit Diablo 
Dry Lake, but it didn't last for long," 
said Griewe. “I couldn't pull sixth 
so I was wide open in fifth, and they 
just went by me. Ted (Hunnicutt) 
went by first, and then Randy 
(Morales) really flew by. He scared 
me silly." 

The riders were still closely 
bunched when they hit San Felipe. 
Hunnicutt, Griewe and Morales all 
charged through town within one 
minute of each other, but the racing 
changed just 32 miles north where 
the course turned in from the coast 
at 3 Poles. 

According to Team Green, a faulty 
bladder in the shock gave way in the 
infamous sand whoop section, leav- 
ing Hunnicutt to struggle 25 miles 
with no rear shock. Kawasaki

the San Matias wash, but the team 
had fallen way back and were start- 


Ang to doubt their chances. 


Up ahead, the Husky 510 was also 
having problems. “1 was on the 
pavement going back into Valle de 
Trinidad, about two miles from 
where I was going to hand the bike 
back to Dan (Smith), when the bike 
started slowing down,” Griewe said. 
"We'd blown a rod and there was 
no water or oil in it and it put us 
out of the race right there.” 

The competition's mechanical 
problems put Ashcraft out in front 
by more than 15 minutes when he 
grabbed the bike at Valle de Trinidad 
and set out on the final 100 mile 
stretch back to the finish line. Team 
Green's rapid repairs had kept 
Roeseler in second, but Team Hon- 
da's lead had him worried. 

“I remember thinking to myself, 
‘this race isn't over yet. In Mexico, 
anything can happen,’ " said Roe- 
seler. “You just can't quit until you 
фе the checkered flag." 

Roeseler's never give up" attitade 
paid off. Just 30 miles out from the 
finish, he found Team Honda off to 
the side of the trail working on the 
bike, and swept past and into the 
lead. Roeseler was still hard on the 
gas when he hit the pavement on the 
outskirts of Ensenada and made the 
dash to the checkered flag. 

With Roeseler safely home, all-eyes 
turned to the stop watch, waiting to 
see whether Team Honda could get 
their XR600 in to the finish in time 
to take the time-adjusted win. And 
just over half a minute later, Roe- 
seler's elation turned to disappoint- 
ment as Ashcraft swept in with just 
under a minute to spare, seemingly 
taking the win. 

But the race was far from over, even 
after SCORE declared Team Honda 
the offical winners. Roeseler and his 
mechanic went to view the 
impounded bikes and noticed some 
discrepancies between the winning 
bike and the bike on which the 
Honda team had started the race. 

“We started to wonder, so we went 
to the Bahia Hotel, bought a photo 
that was taken early in the race and 
went back to compare it with the bike 
in impound,” said Roeseler. “There

the picture and the bike they finished 
on. One had hand guards and the 
other didn’t, one had fork guards, the 
stickers were different — just little 
things but it really got us 
wondering.” 

After the discrepancies were 
brought to his attention, SCORE 
President Sal Fish approached Team 
Honda and asked for an explanation. 

“What really happened was that 
we threw a rod about 30 miles from 
the finish,” Ashcraft told Cycle News 
two days after the event. "I knew 
Bruce (Ogilvie — Honda's race team 
manager) was waiting just up the 
road, so I had someone go and get 
him and when he got back with the 
van, we swapped bikes. The adre- 
nalin was flowing and it was a spur 
of the moment thing. We just said 
let's see if we can keep it going and 
we got Randy's race bike out of the 
van. We were switching the plates 
when Larry (Roeseler) went by. I 
took off like Charlie Manson and 
made up some time on him and we 
won. 

“I did something I've never done 

in my whole life and ГЇЇ never do 
it again," said Ashcraft. “I felt so bad 
lying to everyone at the finish. It was 
killing me inside. We were moping 
around for two hours and it was 
bothering all of us, so we decided 
to announce it after dinner. But 
before that, Sal Fish told us Team 
Green was suspicious, so we told him 
then. - 
“Га rather tell them than win it 
illegally. It would've been something 
that went to the grave with me. I feel 
a lot better now, but I know I've got 
a lot of explaining to do. I don't want 
everyone to think I'm a cheater.” 

Roeseler said he had his doubts 
about whether Team Honda had 
intended to come forward voluntar- 
ily. “We finished the race just after 
two o'clock and by the time they said 
anything it was about 9:30,” he said. 
"Five or six hours to play it up is 
a bit much." 

"It really screwed up the win for 
me too," said Roeseler, who thanked 
Kawasaki, Malcolm Smith, Scott, 
Dunlop, Bell, Maxima, F&L Racing 
Fuel, Tsubaki and DMC. “АП the 
results had been sent out to the 
papers and Kawasaki's name didn't 
get mentioned anywhere. I don’t 
think it was a fair thing to до.” 

Roeseler said the victory was his 
sixth overall win at the Baja Inter- 
nacional. “This is my 12th year in 
the event and Гуе won six times. I 
guess I'm batting 500," he said. “1 
have to thank my partner Ted, too. 
This is our first time as a team and 
he did a great job.” 

When ће confusion. at the. finish. 





was finally settled, second overall 
went to 250cc Husky hotshots Morris 
and Folks, with an average speed of 
53.12 mph. 

"We had problems changing our 
rear wheel and that really lost a lot 
of time for us, so we were riding as 
hard as we could all the way after 
that," said Morris, who is sponsored 
by EP Performs/Sportsman Cycle/ 
Husky/Duralube/Grand Spori 
Tires. 

Third overall went to a YZ250 
piloted by Tod McKay and Clint 
Hardick, who are backed by Alba 
Yamaha/McKay Roof Co./Aztec 
Electric/JT Racing/Trick Fuel/Dr. 
Burns D.C. 

“We were ahead for a long time 
but I think my partner ate it out there 
somewhere," said McKay. “I haven't 
had a chance to talk to him yet but 
the bike's a bit battered. It was pretty 
fun, but I'm just hoping he's okay." 

Johnson and Buckley finished just 
two minutes behind McKay's 
Yamaha, to claim fourth overall. 

Ostbo recovered from his disas- 
trous start to capture fifth overall 
(second in the Open class), and was 
the first solo rider to cross the finish 
line. 

“Once I got past the start, I really 
had no problems," said Ostbo, who 
is sponsored by Totem Lake Honda/ 
Hallman/Ed Tucker Dist./Rocky 
Acces. : 

The 125cc win went to Rudder and 
Folks, who are backed by Cagiva/ 
O'Neal/Smith/Sidewinder/EP Per- 
forms. They finished more than an 
hour ahead of the second placed 
Kawasaki-mounted team of Earl

Pete Sheehan and Lee Pearson 
overcame recurring fuel problems to 
take the win in the Over-30 division, 
finishing with an average speed of 
50.42 mph, just eight minutes ahead 
of David Callaway and Mike 
McDonald.

Gray trounces the 
field at Willow Springs

Scott Gray, aboard his Yoshimura-built, 
Mikuni/Slater Bros.-sponsored GSXR1100, 
led unchallenged from the dropping of the 
green to the waving of the checkers at 


Willow Springs International 
Raceway. 

Although he made the win 
look easy, the race for third was 
intense. By the end of lap two, Earl 
Roloff riding the “Terminator,” a 
Kawasaki Ninja, had already taken 
charge of second place from 
Yamaha-mounted Jim Vreeke. 
Moments before, Vreeke had made 
his way around the 1977 AMA 250cc 
Champion, David Emde. Gray con- 
tinued stretching his lead turning 
1:27.8 laps, while Roloff's 1:31s 
placed him in securely in the number 
two spot. 

Third, however, was anything but 
decided, with positions swapping 
every lap — if not every corner. In 
the early laps of the race, third was 
a three-way confrontation between 
Emde, Texan Glenn Smith and 
three-time California Superbike 
Champion, Jim Vreeke. Vreeke's and 
Emde's Yamahas had power over 
Smith's Suzuki, but Smith's more 


aggressive and somewhat erratic 


riding style kept him in the hunt. 

Without fail, if Smith trailed 
Emde and Vreeke going into turns 
one or three, he'd pull off a spec- 
tacular inside pass on one or both 
riders. 

Gray's big Suzuki was running 
flawlessly in the lead (no blown fuse 
this time), and by the midway point 
he was already lapping backmarkers. 
Last year's Formula USA Champion 
Roloff still had second locked up 





tight, but James Domay, who was 
in ninth position at the end of the 
first lap, had moved up adding wood 
to the third place fire. 

On his way through the pack, 
Domay was followed by another slow 
starter, Suzuki-mounted Richard 
Moore. Moore had fallen in a race 
earlier in the day and had gotten off 
to a torpid beginning, but was not 
up to speed. Tiring of the front 
runners’ pace, Smith fell out of 
contention, and back to eighth. 

At the other end of the field, it was 
still Gray in front. Now, however, 
with a big lead built, he was taking 
it easy, doing wheelies and putting 
on a show for the crowd. “Taking 
it easy," for Gray, was turning 
1:30.9s! 

At the end of the 10-lap, 25-mile 
event it was Gray who gave the 
guided tour to the rest of the entrants. 
Roloff, Emde, Vreeke and Domay 
rounded out the top five positions. 
Gray won $1000 from Budweiser for 
his efforts, Roloff took home $750 
from Dunlop, while Emde's third 
place finish netted him $500 from 
Bel-Ray. 

The point standings after the third 
round are: Roloff, 52; Gray, 40; 
Emde, 39; Domay, 37 and Vreeke, 29. 

The last race of the day, the 
combined Twins and 601сс-оуег 
Superstreet, saw the day's best and 
closest tussle for command. 

Rookie Tom Lynch grabbed an 
early lead with Chuck Graves follow- 
ing closely behind.

By lap two, Lynch and Graves, 
(both Suzuki mounted), had already 
broke into a race of their own. But 
their two-way race was short-lived as 
La Carrera winner Eiker moved his 
Ducati past Graves and into second.

Team Lockhart 
wins Brainerd 500

BRAINERD, MN, JUNE 6 


Team Lockharts Larry Shorts and Dale 
Quarterley rode their Keith Perry-tuned 
Lockhart Racing/U.S. Suzuki/Michelin 
Tüc/AGV/Can-2/RK/Performance Ma- 


chine/Kal-Gard-sponsored 
Suzuki GSXR1100 to the win 
in the Brainerd 500 at Brainerd 
International Raceway. 

The win was the sécond in a row 
for the 1986 AMA U.S. Endurance 
Series Champions and also made 
them the first overall multiple round 
winners in the series to date. 

The Lockhart duo beat second 
place Dutchman Racing by nearly a 
full minute with both completing 
104 laps around Brainerd's three- 
mile, 10-turn road course. Shorts and 
Quarterley averaged 97.201 mph and 
covered the 500 kilometers in three 
hours and 12 minutes. Lofgren 
Racing's Тап Nicholson and Scott 
Williams took the GTU win and a 
sixth overall aboard a Honda CB600 
Hurricane after a race-long battle 


with Kayo Racing, Asphalt Aviators 
and Front Row Racing. 

The race which developed into a 
battle between Lockhart and. Kayo 
Racing ended in the late stages when 
Kayo's rear Yokohama radial slick 
lost a strip of rubber near the side 
wall forcing the team to retire from 
the race. The Kayo Racing GTU 
team was without the services of 
regular rider Donnie Rowe, who was 
injured in a dirt bike riding accident. 
Filling in for Rowe on a one-shot 
deal was ex-Miami Vice rider 
Thomas Stevens. Miami Vice has 
disbanded and Stevens will join 
WERA Endurance Champions 
Team Suzuki (Team Hammer) for 
the balance of the WERA season. 

With the exception of Miami Vice, 
all the top AMA U.S. Endurance 
teams were on hand with Team 


Lockhart sitting on the pole for the 
start. The front row was a potent 
collection of all Suzuki GSXRs. 
Kayo sat next to Lockhart with High 
Tech Racing, Second City Racing, 
and Midwest Racing making up the 
front starters. А 

At the start, Shorts, starting for 
Lockhart, and Kevin Rentzell, start- 
ing for Kayo, were side-by-side as 
they headed for turn one with Shorts 
moving in front by the time the pair 
hit turn two. Rentzell settled back 
to run a wait-and-see pace. "I was 
playing at the start and wanted Larry 
to set the pace so I could see what 
he would do," Rentzell would later 
say of the start. Lockhart and Kayo 
hooked up in a tight battle for the 
lead, pulling away from the third 
place Dutchman Racing Suzuki 
GSXR1100 of Dave Schlosser and 
Doug Brauneck. Holding fourth was 
the Road Warriors Suzuki 
GSXR1100 entry for Bryon Lambert 
and Mark Thorson. 

Other battles were developing 
early on; High Tech Racing's Larry 
Juerink and Danny Coe held onto 
a solid fifth on Suzuki GSXR1100. 
The first Yamaha, a new FZR1000 
ridden by Floridians Bill Kelly and 
Bryan Schwing under the Top Gun 
Racing banner, ran sixth; seventh 
was Second City Racing, eighth was 
held by South Florida Racing, also 
riding a Yamaha FZR1000, ninth 
held by round three winners, Hyper- 
Cycle Racing, on a Suzuki GSXR, 
with Yamaha ef Port Washington 
rounding out the top 10. GTU was 
a scramble between Lofgren Racing, 
Kayo Racing, Team UNO, Front 
Row Racing, 1986 GTU National 
Champions Paul Smith Racing, 
Team Phoenix, and current series 
point leaders Asphalt Aviators. 


With Lockhart and Kayo setting 
the pace early, standings for the rest 
of the field continued to shuffle with 
the Dutchman Racing/Pennzoil 10 
Minute Oil Change/Shoei/ 
Michelin/D.I.D/Yoshimura/ND/ 
PBI-sponsored Suzuki running а 
solid, but lonely third. Top Gun 
Racing and Second City Racing were 
battling for sixth and the Florida 
Racing/Michelin/Shoei/Spectro/ 
Ft. Myers Cycles-sponsored Yamaha 
FZR1000 ridden by Rick Shaw and 
Ken Stephens diced for the eighth 
spot.

brothers Gary and Kevin Lenzmeir 
and Tom Mason. Northstar had 


moved from 11th to fifth by the end 


of 20 laps. 

Lockhart began to experience fuel 
problems early. Shorts slowed 
briefly, running through turns six 
and seven with a sputtering Suzuki, 
looking down at the left side of the 
bike; the problem, however, seemed 
to clear and Shorts said, “I looked 
down, fuel was flowing out of the 
carbs. I really don't know what 
happened, but it cleared itself.”

Lockhart and Kayo continued to 
maintain a fúll lap on the field. 
The first to pit for new rubber as 
the race neared the 80 lap mark was 
the Lockhart Suzuki. They changed 
both the rear and the front tire and 
reentered the race still holding the 


lead. On lap 79 tire trouble hit the 
Kayo GTU Honda. The resulting 
stop cost them the lead and most 
probably the race. 

"We lost a lap on a tire change. 
The tire we chose was way too soft 
for this track, we've never been here 


before and just didn't know it would 
be this abrasive," said Kayo's Sloan. 
"We managed to lead most of the 
race but the stop cost us about two 
minutes in the pits. 

A Metzeler ME] MBS 140/80-VB17 
V270 rear was fitted to the Kayo 





Honda to finish the race and accord- 
ing to Kevin Rentzell, who owns the 
СТО Honda, "Thats what just 
happened to be handy when we 
needed the change." Just as the Kayo 
GTU team was about to leave the 
pits, the second. place Kayo GTO 
bike entered with cord showing on 
the Kayo Racing rear Yokohama 
radial. 5 

“The tire was a new experimental 
tire (180/680-R18 34R SFA 
AXW207). We overheated it with the 
high-speed slides in turns one and 
two and it spit a strip off the sidewall 
of the tire." said Rentzell with 
teammate Dean Swims adding, “We 
could have got another wheel 
mounted and finished the race and 
got at least a second or third but 
didn't have another rear, we really 
needed it." . 

With Kayo out of the race, Shorts 
and Quarterley were able to slow 
their pace just slightly. Dutchman 
moved into second, Hyper-Cycle 
held third, South Florida Racing ran 
fourth, and High Tech Racing 
moved into fifth. With the Kayo 
GTU team losing their GTU lead 
in the pits, the Asphalt Aviators/ 
Spectro/EBC/Wolf-sponsored 
Yamaha FZ600 took the GTU lead. 
Brauneck began to close on Lockhart 
and got his lap back, only on the 
tail end of the lead lap. 

Team ОМО” charge ended when 
the rev limiter quit working. “I was 
on. the gas and the rev limiter just 
quit on me, this happened on lap 
84 when we were right in there,” said 
ОМО Troy Sorenson. 

Eight laps from the end, Lockhart 
pitted to take on enough fuel to get 
to the checkered. “We pitted to top 
off the tank and just play it safe,” 
commented Lockhart's Keith Perry. 
At the checker Lockhart took the win 
followed by Dutchman, Hyper- 
Cycle, South Florida Racing, and 
High Tech Racing, recording their 
third top five finish of the year. 

Taking the GTU win was Lofgren 
Racing with Kayo Racing fighting 
back to second, and the series points 
leaders, Asphalt Aviators rounding 
out the top three in GTU. 

"Ive been out of racing pretty 
much for a couple of months; I had 
racer burnout and I'm just trying to 
get back into good consistent times." 
Quarterley said of Lockhart's win, 
“T was laying the bike over an extra 
second to try and save the tire for 
Larry. 

“We didn’t get the bike prepped 
fully and the battery went out on lap 
82, we lost two places with about 80 
seconds on the team behind us. They 
passed us just as I was coming out 
of the pits and couldn't accelerate fast 
enough but we caught them later 
on," commented Hyper-Cycles Jeff 
Herzog. 

Lofgren Racing's Scott Williams 
said of their GTU win, “We had a 
lot of fun out there, we were bounc- 
ing all over the place but the 
Michelin High Sports worked 
great." e.

Two-Day Qualifier, edging KTM’s Kevin 


Hines by just seven seconds. 
“Гуе wanted to win one of 
these things really bad," said 
Hough, “апа I want to tell ya, 


today's win feels great.” 


Jack Woodworth, this year's path- 
finder for the Bent Wheels M.C., used 
only the dry schedule for the two 135 
mile loops. “We haven't had rain of 
any consequence for two months," 
said Woodworth, “апа even if we 
had, it wouldn't have made that 
much difference. Our biggest prob- 
lem was the Kirkland Warbler. It's 





a little bird on the endangered species 
list that is found only in the northern 
Michigan woods. We had a couple 
of sections that we had to abandon 
because it ran through their known 
habitat. But it wasn't a big problem 
for we use federal and state land and 
we have access to many miles of 
trails." 

Most of the conversation on day 
one was about lost route markers the 
result of downed arrows, bottlenecks 
and late check openings. Event 
chairman Jerry Paluta — after 
conferring with club officials and the

rule book — deleted check one after 
a majority of the Intent riders were 
lost due to downed arrows. A local 
resident took objection to the club 
stapling arrows to the trees and took 
it upon himself to remove them. 
Check two was also dropped because 
the check crew took a wrong turn 
and got lost in the Michigan wilds 
and were late opening their check. 
And the acceleration test located 
between checks one and two became 
a bottleneck when riders had to wait 
up to eight minutes for local dune 
buggy riders to clear the course. Even 
chairman Paluta said, “I’m sorry 
about the bottleneck, but this is a 
recreational area and we have to 
share the land. Next year we'll 
probably move to an area that isn't 
so heavily used." 

Kurt Hough, one of the many who 
got lost and dropped a handful of 
route points at check one, benefited 
from the check deletion rulings and 
was sitting on a seven-second overall 
lead at the end of day one. Hough 
had the fast times through the special 
motocross test on day one, posting 
a 200-second count in the morning 
followed by a 201 in the afternoon. 
Hough posted a 39 score through the 
acceleration test and 272 in the 
terrain test and zip route markers for 
a day one total of 712 points. 

Hines put his H&H KTM350 
through the motocross test at 208 and 
203 and the acceleration test at 40 
and was the quickest rider through 
the terrain test by three seconds with 
a score of 268. Hines was second 
overall at the end of day one. When 
asked about the arrows, Hines said, 
"I don't know what the confusion 
was all about. Day one arrows had 
a one on them and day two had a 
two on them. They were out there 
— I was able to find them." 

Team Husqvarna's Ed Lojak 
didn't have any special trouble with 
the arrows but did falter in his 
specialty — the motocross. Lojak 
had a minor bobble in the morning 
posting a 211 and then did a get-off 
during the afternoon run and fin- 
ished with a 233, and after adding 
in the acceleration/terrain tests he 
had a grand total of 754 and was 14th 
overall at the end of day one. 

Ron Ribolzi, on a. Honda CR125 
was the front runner in his class with 
a score of 757, leading second place 
Donnie Simone by 29 and was 
surprised when informed that Arron 
Hough had missed the morning 
motocross test and was assessed 500 
penalty points.

Aaron Hough, the 125cc Intent class 
winner at the previous two qualifi- 
ers. "Ill do my best tomorrow 
because I like that $500 bonus Honda 
pays for a class win, but it'll be hard 


` to make up that many points." 


Honda rider Kevin Brown — 
National Hare Scrambles points 
leader — gave up any hopes for a 
class win when he twisted his knee 
in the fourth section. “I was just 
going too fast," said Brown, “апа 
I hit a root or something. I'm not 
sure what it was, but I was holding 
on. I knew I couldn't save it but I 
was trying to ride the bike into the 


ground. Well I did that, but it landed © 


on my knee. I'm sure ГИ be all right 
by next week." 

Team Kawasaki's Jeff Fredette 
didn't tweak his body but did break 
the frame on his KDX200. “This is 
the frst race I haven't finished 
because of equipment failure since 
1982," said Fredette. “Now I've got 





to go to the West Coast to qualify." 

Bob Bean will also have to make 
the trip to the coast when he dropped 
out because of a rear wheel bearing 
failure. “If I could have replaced the 
bearing when I first noticed it was 
bad," said Bean, “I would've been 
all right, but after riding it to the 
next check, it had seized on the axle 
and then destroyed the hub." 

Bean, who lives in Indiana but 
owns a AMA District 14 card, bor- 
rowed another bike and rode for 
district points Sunday and won the 
Open A class. 

'The other low scores at the end 
of day one were Jeff Russell 731; 
Brian Lohman 732; David Bertram 
732; Fred Hoess 733; Tim Shepard 
734; Drew Smith 744 and Jeff Irwin 
761. 

There was a light sprinkle of rain 
during the night after day one. “Not 
enough to improve riding condi- 
tions, just enough to get the saddle 





wet," said Dwight Rudder, the 
second-place finisher in the Four- 
Stroke class riding a Honda XR250. 

Kurt Hough assaulted the mile 
and quarter motocross track on day 
two and turned the fastest test time 
of the qualifier — 197. Hough also 
powered through the acceleration 
test, a strip of sugar sand with a score 
of 51 (his score was equalled by only 
two other riders: David Bertram and 
Jeff Russell) and came to the final 
moto with a 17-point advantage over 
second place Hines. 

The final moto was a four lap, 
dead engine start, with 10 riders on 
the line as opposed to day one where 
the riders rode one lap and only 
against the clock. 

On the starting line of the first 
moto, Arron Hough had the inside 
slot and the shortest line to the first 
corner, located at the end of the 70- 
yard starting chute. But Lojak took 
the holeshot when Arron's Honda 





wouldn't fire on the first kick. Kurt 
Hough was second, but at the end 
of the first lap, Arron had his CR125 
Honda cooking and had moved up 
to third and would finish the moto 
in that position. Lojak, riding like 
he had something to prove, punched 
out the best time in the final moto, 
an 806 ride and finished third overall. 
Kurt Hough was 826. 

“Му shock was so hot in that final 
moto that it wouldn't work," said 
Kurt Hough. “I was bouncing all 
over the place, and when I tried to 
stay with Lojak through those 
whoops, the machine started doing 
weird things. I knew I'd better slow 
down or else I would do a good one." 
Hines charged first off the line in 
his moto and continued to pull away 
from second place Bertram, and by 
the end of their four lap race, he had 
extended his lead to 20 seconds and 
posted a 816 time, 11 seconds faster 
than Hough's moto but still seven

But the number one job here 
was to qualify for the Six-Days and 
still be able to ride the National 
Enduro next week." 

"I was right behind Kevin (Hines) 
off the line," said Bertram. "He 
roosted me and I couldn't do any- 
thing about it. He just kept pulling 
away. But overall, I don't feel too 
bad about my ride.“ Fourth overall 
is good because I don't ride that well 
in the sand. In fact I'm going to stay 
in Michigan this week so I can 
practice in this stuff before riding the 
Nastional Enduro next week.” 

Another happy rider was one of 
Michigan's own Allen Randt, finish- 
ing seventh overall on a KT'M350. 
“This is my back yard, so to speak,” 
said Randt, “yet I don't do all that 
great here.” 





The hot action was in the fourth 
moto when Husqvarna-mounted 
Fred Hoess (fifth overall) hooked up 
with Honda-mounted David Burke 
(ninth overall). The pair came off the 
line together and bumped and traded 
the lead up 'til the final lap when 
Hoess zipped through the counter 
with a three-second margin. 

Randy Hawkins finished eighth 
overall, and when he was asked about 
his knee surgery, Hawkins said, “Т'уе 
still got a ways to go, but it's coming 
back. I've just got to keep working 
and have patience."

Kelly Getz, riding a Bike Barn-

“I was in second place behind 
Getz and tħen I got caught in a 
bottleneck coming out of a creek 
crossing. I tried to go around, but 
I got buried. I lost a lot of-time." 

The Lightweight Expert class saw 
a one-two finish for Kawasaki with 
Steve Sulzberger edging out Harvey 
Whipple by seconds at the final 
barrel, but Sulzberger was never 
quite sure he would be able to finish 
the race. Sulzberger's wife Barb had 
been expecting their second child 
and she said, "Steve told me to let 
him know right away if anything 
was happening, and he would quit 
right there.

Whip- 
ple crunched his bike's front rim, but 
luckily the tire didn't go flat. On the 
next lap, Whipple stayed clear of the 
boulder, but found a hole in the peat 
bog and needed help to lift the 
Kawasaki to firmer ground. Whipple 
managed to hold on for second place 
but it was a dead-heat drag race with 
Can-Am rider Gary Peterson to the 
final barrel.

Johnny Ramsay ran away from the 
field in five Expert classes on his 
Rothmans Honda Racing Team 
Hurricane at the CMA season 
opener.

tion final. But Goodfellow started to 
run into ignition-type engine prob- 
lems, and he fell into the clutches 
of a large group including Suzuki 
riders Michel Mercier and Norm 
Murphy, the Rothmans-Hondas of 
Robbins and Paul MacMilland and 
the Yamaha of Tom Douglas. 

MacMillan moved into the lead on 
lap four, clearly using the advantage 
of the mammoth Michelin radial 
rain tires to underline the rain-riding 
superiority of the rider that local 
papers call the “таїп god". Reigning 
champ Mercier joined MacMillan at 
the front and this pair began to pull 
away from Goodfellow, who was 
under increasing pressure from 
Robbins and an on-form Douglas. 
Murphy should have been in front 
of Robbins, but he fell off the Wally 
Racing Suzuki GSXR750R and re- 
mounted, beginning an incredible 
charge up through the field on a bike 
missing part of the bodywork and 
exhaust system. 

By lap nine MacMillan had just 
over a second in hand from Mercier, 
but an inches-wide line saw MacMil- 
lan clip a puddle and high-side. The 
bike was relatively undamaged and 
MacMillan restarted, but a broken 
brake lever forced him to retire one 
lap later. Lucky to miss MacMillan 
when Interceptor and pilot blocked 
most of the track, Mercier now had 
a useful 10-second lead for the 
Sunoco/Shoei/Phoenix/Rocket/ 
Dunlop/Treen/Gray's backed 
Suzuki factory team at the midrace 
mark. 

Behind Mercier, Tom Douglas was 
attracting the attention of his home 








track crowd, clearly enjoying the 
slippery conditions with his Metzler 
front/Michelin rear tire combina- 
tion. The Yamaha Canada/Polis- 
port/Shoei/Acme/Pirelli-backed 
Douglas got by Robbins and then 
pulled away, eventually disposing of 
Goodfellow as well. But unlike the 
other racers, Douglas had not worn 
a mask or taped over the: mouth 
portion of his helmet, and he began 
to encounter visor fogging problems. 


‘So for the second half of the race, 


Douglas opened his visor every time 
he got to a turn. With two laps to 
go, he was right behind Mercier, who 
had been held up badly in traffic and 
therefore lost his safe lead. Robbins 
made a late braking move coming 
off the main straight into the hairpin 
on the last lap, and the race was his. 

Robbins was about eight bike 
lengths ahead of Mercier at the 
checkered flag, with Douglas right 
behind in third. Goodfellow limped 
in-to a respectable fourth, West Coast 
rising star Gary Berge had another 
strong ride to grab fifth on the 
Checkpoint/Mohawk/Kiwi Yama- 
ha while unranked Kevin Perry rode 
brilliantly on his three-year-old stock 
Suzuki to place sixth. Rookie Pro 
Michael Griffiths was seventh on his 
stock Suzuki GSX with Murphy 
right behind in eighth, while the 
Yamaha Superbike pair of Rueben 
McMurter and Steve Crevier never 
really came to grips with conditions 
and placed ninth and 10th.

Pittman, Pinkstaff take 
Portland RR wins

Joe Pittman and Keith Pinkstaff 
continued their ongoing battle for 
Honda and Suzuki contingencies at 
Portland International Raceway. 
The Northwest riders encountered 
their first Oregon rain in three years 
in what proved to be an attrition 
ridden day of racing. 

The OMRRA’s number one rider, 
Zlock Racing-sponsored Pinkstaff, 
has had his hands full this year with 
Pittman. Pinkstaff's normal domi- 
nance in the 750cc and Open Pro- 
duction classes has gone relatively 
unchallenged until this year. with 
second-year rider Pittman. 

In the second round of the Honda 
Hurricane Series, Pittman continued 
his winning streak with an over- 
whelming margin of 15 seconds over 
second place Brothers Honda/RPM 
House-sponsored Pinkstaff. 

The surprise third place came 
from a new face, Iain Pero. The 
Tustin Honda-sponsored rider 
bested some of Portland's finest 
competitors such as National 
number 49, Team Dinosaur's Dale 
Franklin and Washingtonian Doug 
Renfrow. 

The first rain in three years here 
took its toll today on a number of 
people in the 750cc Production class. 
In the morning heat on the first lap, 
seven front runners were knocked out 
of competition from a chain reaction 
pile-up in fast turn one. Dale Frank- 
lin may have grabbed a little too 
much front brake in the heat of four 
abreast competition. He and six 
other riders fell on the slick track; 
Pinkstaff somehow managed to 
avoid the chaos. Bellevue Suzuki- 


mounted Pittman also escaped the 
mess due to brain fade at the start. 





When asked where he was Pittman 
said, “I was in neutral when the flag, 
dropped and tried to get in gear an 
take off at the same time." He found 
himself in the back of the pack and 
watched his rivals fall in front of 
him. Pittman went on to win the 
restarted heat. 

The second heat of 750cc Produc- 
tion appeared to be another Pittman 
benefit, until about lap five when he 
lost control of the rear tire in tricky 
turn three while leading. Fortu- 
nately, nobody was seriously injured 
in either of the incidents. 

In Open BoTT action, class cham- 
pion Ward Rodgers on his potent 
Tacoma BMW-sponsored twin 
seemed to be relegated to second 
place until late in the heat when he 
finally started dialing it up and 
passed Randy Shemwell's Ducati in 
the closing laps. Rodgers has been 
unstoppable for a number of race 
meets. 

The best dices of the day were in 
Open Single and 600cc Cafe. Mike 
Meagher's Honda-saki hybrid nar- 
rowly defeated Jerry Jones and John 
Stephenson with no more than two 
seconds separating the three riders. 
In 600cc Cafe, Oregon veteran Gene 
Brown had a terrific battle with 
Richard Wascher. The two were 
wheel-to-wheel for the entire second 
heat. But Wascher held on when it 
counted and grabbed first for the day.

The California Raci ing Club/Family 
Racing Association combined 
enduro club put a little twist in its 
regular once-a-month enduro pro- 
gram today. Instead of running a 
standard timekeeping enduro, CRC/ 
FRA ran a ISDE-type Reliability 
Trial, using the same basic rules as 
an AMA ISDE Qualifier event. This 
meant that timekeeping equipment 
was unneccessary and that special 


_test scores determined the outcome 


of the contest. When it was all over, 
it wasn't surprising to see seven-time 
ISDE gold-medalist Larry Roeseler 
taking the overall victory. 

After having to impound their 
motorcycles one hour before the start 
of the enduro Sunday morning, the 
riders headed out for a 40-mile first 
loop laid out by FRA, which featured 
three special test sections. Last 
month's Mini A winner, and third 
overall family looper, Ryan Stenberg 
showed just how fast his YZ80 could 
go on a fairly rough, tight and 
technical course by moving up to 
both the Mini A win, again, along 
with the overall loop one victory. 
Scott Elliot took second overall 
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Beginner, finishing 29 points behind 
Stenberg. Bryan Knapp took third 
followed by Darren River and first 
B Woman Lori Boretree. 

Loop two was laid out by CRC, 
and it too featured three special tests. 
As the day wore on, temperatures 
climbed into the low 90s, so the heat 
became a serious factor during the 
second loop, but not for Roeseler 
who said the high temperature didn't 
bother him. After finishing the event 
Roeseler said, “This type of enduro 
caters more to the average weekend 
rider, and every rider’s ability is more 
fairly tested at certain given points 
than enduros. A regular desert race 
is so dusty and everybody is packed 
at once. This is a lot safer." 

John Ferro, who placed second 
overall said, “I should've been water 
skiing, I guess. This event was good 
because of the special tests, but I like 
enduros better because of more brain- 
work and all the numbers going 
through your head.” 

Third overall and first Open bike 
Rick Daniel said, “They tried to 
please everybody and I think they did 
a good job. Any tighter and people 
would've been cutting the course. 
They could have maybe three of these 
a year. For me I'd rather ride these 
all the time, ‘cause I don't like 
keeping time.” 

‘Ted Hunnicutt rode a KX500 to 
first overall in the Open A class 
followed by Tom Willis, who topped 
the Four-Stroke class on his Husky. 
Lowell Spiva claimed the Vet AA 
class at sixth overall, while Kenny 
Parry took seventh overall and first 
250cc A. He was followed by Randy 
Prevver, Jason Ingersoll, Mark Den- 
ning and Ron Lawson.

North Carolina's Damon Bradshaw 
and Ohio Kawasaki rider. Dale 
Spangler dominated the Team Green 
Spring Nationals at High Point 
Raceway over the Memorial Day 
weekend.

Shaw takes 
Roebling RR

FAULKVILLE, GA, MAY 23-24 
With the combination of wise fuel 
management and true grit, Rick 
Shaw of Miami, Florida, was able to 
hold off a persistent Jim Sherrill to 
take the 100-mile Regional here at 
Roebling Road Raceway. 

Shaw, riding a South Dade 
Yamaha/Spectro/Shoei/Dunlop- 
sponsored Yamaha FZR1000, took a 
early lead’ on the third lap after 
starting in the C slot of row two. He 
was followed by GTO riders Arnold 
Hastings and Sherrill in the lead 
pack. Behind the leaders in another 
tight pack was Dennis Johnson on 
a Yamaha 750, Robert Bradley on his 
750 Suzuki and Phil Stamatyades 
riding another Yamaha 750. 

Sherrill, tiring of no pressure from 
behind, slipped into the second spot 
to begin his chase on Shaw. With 
a new threat on the prowl, Shaw had 
to quicken his pace and found 
himself in a battle of position versus 
fuel consumption, and both riders 
wondering which would prevail. 

At the halfway point, Sherrill 
found his way back to within one 
second of Shaw’s machine, only to 
drop four lengths on the front 
straight. The loss again caused by 
slower riders and Shaw's ability to 
out power the other riders and gain 
superior position. 

It was. looking as if Sherrill was 
waiting for Shaw to make that 
necessary fuel stop, but neither 
would surrender. On the 34th lap, 
Sherrill could wait no longer and 
exited onto pit row for a quick shot 
of gas. This stop put Shaw up by 
30 seconds over Sherrill, removing 
the pressure and allowing Shaw to 
cruise at a less critical pace and 
conserve the remaining fuel he had 
to the checkered flag. Sherrill of 
Sherrill Racing was second, followed 
by Robert Bradley in third. 

The next two races, Middleweight 
and Heavyweight Supersport com- 
bined was dominated by new expert 
rider Mike Smith riding a unfair- 
inged Honda CB600 Hurricane and 
his stablemate, novice rider Russell 
Moffitt also on a Honda CB600 
Hurricane. Smith won both events 
with Moffitt taking second overall 
and first Novice in the Middleweight 
and third overall and first Novice in 
the Heavyweight.

By the 11th 
lap, Sloan was enjoying a 15.58- 
second lead, while lapping through 
the fifth placed rider.

Hall tops Roebling 
Road RR

Kurt Hall of Hilton Head, South 
Carolina, won in a mild upset over 
Thomas Stevens and Greg Tysor in 
the C Production (600cc) race in the 
WERA Regional sprints at Roebling 
Road. Hall riding his Greenrose 
Honda/EHL Racing/Klotz-spon- 
sored Honda CB600 Hurricane and 
VFR700 Interceptor, won a total of 
$2150 in Honda contingency money 
at the event. With his second place 
finish to Tysor in the Production 
(705cc) event Hall became the first 
racer in the country to win contin- 
gency money aboard a Honda 
VFR700 Interceptor. 

In other action, Greg Tysor took 
two wins on his Continental Tire- 
sponsored Suzuki GSXR750, and 
Novices George Fox and Russell 
Moffit also had two wins each. 

Hall felt the butterflies before the 
race, especially after winning Satur- 
day’s heat race. He was putting a lot 

~ of pressure on himself to beat Stevens 
(whose name has lately been men- 
tioned for a factory Superbike 
tryout). 

Stevens was heavily favored by 
most observers even though Hall had 
won the heat race. Tysor, who is 
always tough at Roebling, could not 
be counted out; ditto for Ron Ewerth, 
Cam Roos and Paul Bray. Scott 
Russell totaled his Honda Hurricane 
in a high-speed crash during the heat 
race and was absent from the field 
for Sunday's final. 

Stevens led the first lap followed 
closely by Hall then Tysor, Roos, Jeff 
Dean, Bray and Ewerth. Hall drafted 
past for the lead on the straight on 
lap two only to have the same done 
to him by Stevens on the very next 
lap. By the third lap Tysor was now 
in the thick of things and for two 
laps the trio looked like children 
playing tag. Roos crashed on the 
second lap; Bray and Ewerth got by 
Dean and started pulling away. 











On the fourth lap Stevens hit his 
right knee hard exiting turn two, the 
force of the hit jolted his foot off the 
peg and he ran over his right foot 
with his rear tire. "At first I felt it 
was all over," said Stevens. “I had 
a great deal of pain and dropped way 
back from Hall and Tysor, I regained 
my composure and then decided to 
try to catch them.” 

Stevens gradually picked up real 
estate throughout the last four laps 
and when Tysor slipped on the last 
lap, Stevens quickly took advantage 
and was back in the hunt. 

Coming out of the last corner, it 
was Hall five bike lengths ahead of 
'"Tysor and Stevens. Stevens slingshot 
around Tysor nearly getting Hall in 
the process. Less than a bike length 
separated the three at the flag. 
Ewerth drafted by Bray for fourth, 
seven seconds behind the leaders. 

Hall won $1500 for his victory as 
well as a lot of respect. Hall added 
to his earnings by grabbing second 
in the B Production race. Again it 
was a Tysor, Hall and Stevens battle 
but this time Tysor was on a Suzuki 
GSXR750 and Hall, a VFR700. 
Stevens raced the 750cc class on his 
Hurricane. Tysor and his Suzuki 
GSXR was superior in this race and 
he slowly pulled away from the fierce 
second place battle winning by two 
seconds.

Hoppersted prevails at 
MRA Road Race

Colorado's seasonably unpredictable 
weather weighed heavily in the 
Mountain Roadracing Association's 
season opener last week. The racing 
was actually to have begun two 
weeks prior at the Pueblo Motors- 
ports Park, but 30-50 mph winds 
caused a cancellation of that event.

Washington's Mike Larson, assisted 
by Knobby Shop International 
powered his KX500 to both Open Pro 
moto wins, defeating some of the 
most talented riders in the northwest 
U.S. during an incredible day of 
racing at Owyhee M.C.'s 32nd 
Annual TT Weekend Motocross.

als, and held up placards which read, 
“Save the desert," “Take a stand,” 
and “Үез on 5.7.” 

Members of Earth First feel S.7 
doesn’t go far enough. The group 
has proposed that 17.5 million acres 
of the Calfiornia desert be designated 
as wilderness and that all off-road 
vehicles be barred from public lands. 

During Wilson's speech to the 
Sierra Club, there was an apparent 
overtone of the Senator trying to woo 
support from California environ- 
mentalists. Such support would be 
very beneficial to Wilson, who is 
seeking reelection to the U.S. Senate 
in 1988. 

Many members of the Sierra Club 
indicated they will not support 
Wilson if he does not vote in favor 
of Cranston's Desert Protection bill, 
a controversial measure which 
would close down most of the 
California desert to public use, 
including off-road riding. 

Wilson spoke of the support he has 
given the Sierra Club on many 
environmental issues, including 
clean air, offshore drilling, wild 
rivers and forest wilderness. 

Wilson, who has toured the desert 
with Sierra Club representatives, said 
that in the next six weeks he will 
meet with opponents of S:7. Many 
times during his speech, Wilson 
referred to compromises and *'yield- 
ing from the ideal.” 

Wilson repeatedly referred to his 
support of the Wilderness Act of 
1983, a measure which closed down 
a good portion of the Sierra-Nevada 
mountain range to vehicular use. 
Wilson called the Wilderness Act, 
also authored by Cranston, along 
with John Sieberling (D-OH), an 
"ideal compromise" in land div- 
ision. Wilson said the act gave riding 
trails to off-road riders and. wilder- 
ness to hikers. In fact, the law 
severely limits off-road riding in 
California forests. 

The Sierra Club was founded 95 
years ago by John Muir. Until the 
Santa Barbara oil spill of 1969, the 
club didn't have much clout. After 
the oil disaster, its influence grew 
when the public became more aware 
that many industries were using up 
the earth, creating pollution, contri- 
buting to poor air quality, and 
wasting non-renewable resources. 
The Sierra Club spread from Cali- 
fornia to the rest of the nation and 
today boasts 410,000 members. 

The 13 California Sierra Club 
chapters wanted to improve their 
clout, so they recently formed a state- 
wide organization, scheduled their 
first convention, and invited Wilson 
to be their first guest speaker. Also 
during the convention, California 
Sierra Club members held political 
rallys, several workshops, and elected 
officers for the. new state 
organization. 

А recent survey, designed to 
explore the significance of an organ- 
ization or group endorsing political 
candidates, listed 12 groups. and 
asked which group would be the 
most important group to a candidate 
seeking endorsement. The Sierra 
Club was far and away the most 
selected group from the 12 
possibilities. 

Wilson, an astute politician, man- 
aged to garner more praise than 
dissatisfaction from convention 
attendees. He has supported the 
environmentalists on several issues, 
including opposition to off-shore oil 
drilling, support for wild river status 
for some rivers, and he voted with 
the majority in Congress to override 
a recent presidential veto of the clean 
water act.

Recent polls show Wilson ahead 
of potential Democratic candidate 
Leo McCarthy in the 1988 race for 
California's junior senate seat, and 
Wilson made it clear to the Sierra 
Club that he will campaign vigor- 
ously to retain his seat on Capital 
Hill. 

Wilson urged the Sierra Club to 
become more bi-partisan. "It's a 
matter of political reality that any 
group is better off having friends in 
both camps,” he said. 

Sierra Club Director Bob Hattoy 
said his organization will not decide 
whom to endorse in the Senate race 
until next summer. Wilson said the 
vote on S.7 probably will be next 
summer, following the conclusion of 
a number of public hearings.

Judge reverses 
jury award in 
suspension suit

LOS ANGELES, CA JUNE 3 

А $6 million jury award made 
to a motorcycle mechanic who 
claims he invented and owns 
patent rights to Suzuki's Full- 
Floater rear suspension system was 
reversed today by a federal judge in 
Los Angeles. 

An attorney for inventer Donald 
G. Richardson said he will appeal 
a ruling by U.S. District Judge 
William P. Gray which ordered a 
new trial and reduced maximum 
potential damages from $6 million 
to $190,000. 

Richardson alleged that Suzuki 
defrauded him by using his help to 
develop and market the Full-Floater 
then "stole" his 
invention by marketing it on many 
motorcycle and ATV models without 
giving him just compensation. 

Judge Gray ruled, however, that 
no fraud took place and that the jury 
which heard a March 27 trial erred 
when it found that Suzuki took 
unfair advantage of the young inven- 
ter. Gray also ruled that Richardson 
did not own certain trade secrets he 
claimed Suzuki had appropriated 
from him. 

“In effect, Judge Gray determined 
that the evidence submitted during 
the trial did not support the claim 
that any trade secrets existed," said 
Suzuki Attorney Richard Rockwell. 
“The ruling reinforces what we have 
alway said — that Suzuki dealt with 
Mr. Richardson in good faith and 
that Suzuki’s inventions belong to 
Suzuki, not to Mr. Richardson.” 

No one disputes the fact that 
Richardson built a floating rear 
suspension system in his garage at 
age 19, patented the system and 
began negotiations with Suzuki. But 
Suzuki reportedly broke off develop- 
ment work with Richardson when 
the company learned his suspension 
system allegedly was similar to many 
others already on the market. 

“The jury agreed with Mr. 
Richardson," said Richardson’s 
attorney, Theresa Middlebrook. 
“This is absolutely no vindication 
of Suzuki. In fact, it gives the 
plaintiff an opportunity to go back 
and do it again. We are confident 
that another jury will will return a 
verdit in conformance with the first 
verdict, if not greater.” 

Middlebrook said she will file an
